“BEAT” 
A DRUG 
TEST 


by Robert Freeman 


We, the American people, are now 
facing the biggest threat to personal 
liberty of this century. It is not coming 
from communists or from another 
government, but from the American 
government itself—the drug urinalysis 
test. First used on the Armed Forces. 
this test is slowly invading every aspect 
of our lives. For the occasional (or more) 
drug user it means the constant fear of 
losing one's job, or even one's freedom 
Drug testing sets a bad precedent in the 
American judicial system, the ability to 
search someone not suspected of 
committing a crime—an act specifically 
prohibited by the Constitution of the 
United States. 

But this is not news. Everyone's been 
hearing about urine testing in the 
media, as more and more companies 
and organizations start using it. What 
can the individual concerned with 
protecting him or herself do? As with all 
things, the test for marijuana is not 
infallible; it can be fooled. Especially if 
one is armed with the proper knowledge 
beforehand. This article will give you the 
knowledge to beat the urine test. 

Iwas a Drug and Alcohol Officer for 
the United States military and now 
teach emergency medicine foran 
American university. | was a D&A officer 
because that was the safest job | could 
have in the military, considering my 
enjoyment of recreational drugs. In the 
course of a three - year hitch | helped 
many soldiers enjoy their personal 
freedoms without the encumbrances of 
the urinalysis test. 

First one must look at the test itself. 


The urinalysis test for marijuana 
measures major metabolites of the 
chemical delta-9-tetrahydrocannabino! 
(THC), the active ingredient in 
marijuana. The standard for the test is a 
ratio measurement of solute (drug) to 
solution (water) measured in 
nanograms of solute per milliliter of 
water. There are only two sure ways to 

| defeat this nemesis of personal 
freedom: lower the amount of solute or 
increase the amount of solution. 

The first method is to lower the 
amount of solute in the body. THC is 
stored for up to 30 days in the fatty 
tissues of the body and slowly released 
into the urine over this period of time. 
We do not yet know a substance which 
will block the absorption of the drug into 
the fatty tissues, therefore the only way 
to effect a reduction of THC in the body 
is to stop the intake of the drug. 
Obviously this is not the purpose of this 
article, and we will not consider this 
option. 

The second option is to increase the 
amount of solution. Think of it this way 
There is a test that will detect the 
presence of oil in water if there is more 
than one part of oil in 1,000 parts of 


water. There's a bucket that holds 5,000 
drops of water but only has 1,000 drops 
of water in it. If two drops of oil are 
added to the bucket our oil test will 
detect the presence of oil. However, if 
2,000 more drops of water are added to 
the bucket, then the ratio of oil to water 
drops from two parts per thousand to .6 
parts per thousand and is no longer 
detectable by our test. This effect can 
be achieved in urine 

The easiest way to achieve this is 
with a drug known as Lasix? (generic 
name: furosemide). This is a diuretic 
and causes the kidneys to step up the 
excretion of water. Take 80 milligrams 
prior to the urinalysis test and urinate at 
least two or three times prior. Believe 
me this will not be hard. However, be 
sure and increase your water intake 
both before and after taking this drug so 
as to avoid dehydration. 

Furosemide is a prescription drug, 
but is not controlled like narcotics and 
is usually easy to get your hands on. 

If furosemide cannot be acquired the 
next best solution is fluid preload 
However, this requires knowing when 
your urinalysis test is going to be and

The strong arm of the law continues to 
prevail over pot smokers and dealers. 
‘Two recent events have the particularly 
putrid smell of ragweed: In New Jersey, 
25-year-old Ronald Loop, Jr. was mur- 
dered by cops after they delivered a ten- 
pound Federal Express package 
containing pot to his grandmother's 
house. Unarmed, Loop left the house, got 
into his car and apparently attempted to 
make a getaway. A hail of bullets stopped 
him dead in his tracks. 

In Colorado, Janet Bloom was con- 
victed of cultivation. Prosecuted as a 


“special offender’—defined as growing | 


more than 100 pounds—she was sen- 
tenced by a clearly irrational judge to 24 
years. At least Bloom is alive to tell her 
story and appeal the case. Loop will 
never speak again. 

Ronnie Loop laid tile for a living. He had 
several previous convictions, two for drug 
possession and one for possessing mar- 
tial arts equipment (nunchaku sticks) 
Loop was separated from his wife (he's 


survived by his two-year-old son) and | 


was living with his grandmother in Brick, 
N.J. On the day in question—Friday, 
March 12—State Police narcoties investi- 


gators petitioned Superior Court Judge | 
Peter Giovine for a search warrant after 

they had intercepted the Fed Ex parcel, | 
which they claimed contained marijuana 
Reportedly, it was opened, inspected, 
and resealed by the investigators. 

At approximately 2 pm, Detective Ed 
McDonough delivered the parcel to Alice 
Loop’s house on Elmwood Place. Five 
narcotics investigators, along with McDo- 
nough, waited outside. According to the 
local newspaper, The Observer, “Loop | 
came out of the house minutes later, got 
into his pickup truck and was confronted 
by three to six plainclothes investigators. 

. At least two of the investigators ‘drew | 
their weapons and fired’ at Loop as he al- | 
began to drive his truck toward 
(The Observer got this informa- 
tion from State Police spokesman Sgt 
Tom Gallagher.) | 

Detectives Richard Cosgrove and 
David Beaver fired 17 shots, striking 
Loop three times—behind the right knee, 
in the left side of his chest, and behind the 
left ear. The bullet to the head killed Loop, 
who was pronounced dead at 3:15 at 
Brick Hospital. 

Loop’s aunt, Alice Koturo, who lives | 
next door to Alice Loop, told The Ob- | 
server that she heard the “whole thing” 
through her open bedroom window: 
heard aman yell, ‘He's getting away! He's 
getting away! | counted eight gun shots. 
Then | heard another voice say, ‘We got 
him.” 

“It certainly doesn't look like he was 
trying to hit the police,” she commented 
“It looks like he was trying to get away 
from them.” 

The cops, of course, have defended 
their criminal behavior. The Superintend- 


ent of State Police, Col. Clinton Pagano, 
Jr. said: “At this point, I've been informed 
that the guy came directly at them with a 
vehicle and they [the cops] responded 
with deadly force. When an officer feels 
his life is in jeopardy, he has a right to do 
that.” 

In a subsequent letter to the Asbury 
Park Press, Arthur Ellis, a Brick resident, 
observed: “It is quite evident that a trig- 
ger-happy mentality prevailed. The tone 
Of the Press article and interviews by resi- 
dents in the area show a definite attempt 
for the police to act as judge, jury, and 
hangman. This is wrong.” 

Mayann Pascale agrees. Describing 
herself as “a mother to Ronnie” (Loop 
didn't get along with his real mother or fa- 
ther, who Pascale says “dumped” Loop 
and his two sisters when they were little 
kids)—Pascale had no knowledge of 
Loop’s dealings with marijuana, but con- 
cedes, “If Ronnie was into that I'd be the 
first person to tell him, ‘I'm sorry, you have 
to go to jail.’ He shouldn't have to die for 
that. That's what we have a justice sys- 
tem for.” 

Pascale, whose version of the day's 
events differs from the cops’, says Loop 
entered his grandmother's house after 
the delivery. "He had no idea they were 
out there. Why didn’t they go in and get 
him then? Why wait?” Then she answers 
her own question: “I think their intent was 
to shoot him in the first place.” Loop left 
the house sometime after 2PM , the same 
time he normally left to pick up his 
Girlfriend from school. That's when he 
realized he was a sitting duck. 

“I'm not saying he didn’t run at the 
cops. Ronnie wasn’t vicious, but he

Significantly, the 
question is most often asked either by 
men or by women who are not 
entertaining the least notion of getting 
pregnant in the foreseeable future. | 
figure it's because acid and acid- 
dropping have been absurdly invested 
with such a powerful cachet of mystery 
and obscenity in our culture that people 
instinctively think of this drug as some 
malevolent historical force, a magic 
element so horrendously potent that by 
playing with it unsupervised, we silly 
mortals are likely to provoke some 
divine retribution not simply on 
ourselves, but on our collective 
posterity to the umpteenth generation.

Hofmann was checking to 
see if any such “oxytocic” properties 
existed In a dextro-lysergic preparation 
of ergotamine that day In 1943, when 
he inadvertently absorbed around 250 
micrograms of It through a torn fingertip 
cuticle, and discovered himself, a few

hours later on, bicycling home about 
eight miles higher than the Alps around 
him. 

Thirty-six years afterward, in 1979, 
Dr. Hofmann co-authored a wonderfully 
abstruse little book called The Road to 
Eleusis, with the venerated American 
mycologist R. Gordon Wasson and 
German etymologist Carl Ruck. In this 
‘one, they determined, with a lyrical 
blend of science and historical 
scholarship now regarded as a model of 
investigative palaeo-pharmacology, that 
a primitive form of ergot fungus called 
Claviceps paspali was the secret 
ingredient central to the “mystery cult” 
of Demeter at Eleusis in Greece: a 
religious tradition with origins well 
before 1200 B.C. which persisted until 
its extinction under the Christians 


| around A.D. 400-500. 


Now, this is not to say that the 
communicants of the venerable 
Eleusinian Mysteries—which included 
virtually anyone of any respectable 
significance in Europe, from Aeschylus 
to Julius Caesar to Marcus Aurelius— 
were all a bunch of dope fiends. In point 
of fact, communicants were prohibited 
from attending the Mysteries of 
Demeter more than once in their lives; 
and the particular mind-altering 
qualities of the kykeon, as the holy 
tonic of Eleusis was called, were so 


much subtler and less deliriant than 
ordinary alcoholic wine that nobody ever 
even spoke of this kykeon as a “drug”. 
But it was a drug all right, an infusion 
of water-soluble alkaloids extracted 
from the Claviceps paspali rust that 
grows on wild grasses all around the 
Mediterranean, spiked at Eleusis into a 
traditional peasant’s maté of pennyroyal 
mint and barley in hot water. In 
researching The Road to Eleusis, 
Hofmann tried it on himself, and 
estimated it to be about 1/20th as. 
potent as pure Sandoz-quality LSD. That 
would make it about as subtle and 
unobtrusive as psilocybin, the gentlest 
of all indole-alkaloid “hallucinogens”, 
so no wonder nobody at Eleusis seemed 


| to notice they were intoxicated at the 


moment of the grand collective 
Epiphany, as it was called. 

This Epiphany, the ultimate 
culmination of the three-day Mystery 
process, was a collective hallucination, 
and it never failed. All the hundreds of 
people in that year's batch of

dazzled after nearly 72 hours of fasting

UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS 


Another confrontation scheduled for this fall

Drugs: A Phony’ 
Election Issue 


ear the drumbeat? 
It’s an election year, if you haven't 
noticed yet, and that means it's time 
to bang the drum and renew support for 
the War on Drugs. 

In 1986, the alarm over cocaine—sym- 
bolized by the death of athletes Len Bias 
and Don Rogers and the appearance of 
the crack problem—reached a crescendo 
with the Omnibus Drug Bill of 1986. This 
bill almost exempted drug-related | 
searches from the Fourth Amendment of 
the Constitution. 

The failures of the Reagan anti-drug 
program are now noted weekly in the | 


Libertarian Presidential candidate Ron Paul advocates the legalization of 


press, prompting the beginnings of seri- 
ous debate over the decriminalization of 
drugs. Is this progress? Is the corner 
about to be turned? 

Perhaps. However, any reports about 
the demise of the Reagan drug policy 
would not only be premature, but inaccu- 
rate. The anti-drug effort has a long his- 
tory of turning its failures into larger 
budgets and wider powers. They have 


been especially adept at manipulating | 


election rhetoric to create the wide- 
spread appearance of public support for 
what are actually unpopular measures. 

We must also remember that election 
campaigns produce a lot of rhetoric 
which is ignored at a later date by the 
candidates. 

The Democrats believe that they can 
be tougher on drugs than the Republi- 
cans, and that the perception of worsen- 
ing drug problems coupled with the 
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Noriega controversy make Vice-Presi- 
dent Bush vulnerable on the drug issue 
However, the Democrats have avoided 
using the word “marijuana”, as if we're 
supposed to believe, with a nod and a 
wink, that when they refer to drugs they 
mean cocaine and heroin. Marijuana use, 
though, is an issue that directly affects 
over 50 million Americans; it deserves to 
be addressed directly. 

The Libertarian Party's candidate is 
former Congressman Ron Paul. Libertar- 
ians have been longtime advocates of le- 
galizing all drugs. Third party candidates 
never win the Presidency, but they do 
serve to demonstrate the drawing power 
of various ideas. The Socialist party's plat- 
form in the 1920s was partly absorbed in- 
to Roosevelt's New Deal platform. The 
Wallace vote in 1968, courted by John 
Mitchell’s “southern strategy”, gave 
Nixon a landslide victory in 1972. The Li- 
bertarians hope to attract enough votes 
to make their platform appealing enough 
for one of the major parties to copy in the 
next election. But to date, Paul has yet to 
interject himself into the debates sur- 
rounding the electoral process. 

Obviously, George Bush can be 
counted on for more of the same policies 
that have been failing for the last seven 
years, with new accents on education (he 
wants to be known as the “education 
president”) 

I'll report more on the specific posi- 
tions of the presidential candidates as the 
election draws closer. The early indica- 
tions, though, show that the two major 
parties still consider drugs to be a “va- 
lence” issue—an issue on which there is a 
public consensus. Candidates can either 
embrace different positions and argue 
that theirs is better, or embrace the same 
issue and claim that they are the better 
man or woman for the job. 

Your responsibility, as citizens, is to 
contact the candidates and the parties, 
learn for yourself what their positions 
are, and let them know what you think. 
Whether or riot you have an impact on 
the public positions of any of the candi- 
dates doesn't matter, you may have an im- 
pact on what early personnel and policy 
choices the winning candidate makes in 
the crucial transition period following the 
election. 

Furthermore, if you want your point of 
view to be at issue in the 1992 presiden- 
tial election, you had better get in the 
habit now of letting politicians and candi- 
dates hear what you think of the issues. 

Meanwhile, we must keep the great 
drug debate charged. As I've made clear 
here before, | oppose the legalization of

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cocaine, and so do most of NORML’s 
members (see HIGH TIMES, June 1988). 
However the public will benefit from de- 
bate over several reform options, and so 
will our movement. 

The anti-drug movement will exploit 
the public's fear of cocaine and heroin to 
discredit suggestions to decriminalize all 
drugs. However this sets up marijuana le- 
galization as the great reform experi- 
menticompromise. The nascent debate 
over decriminalizing all drugs reinforces 
the moderate nature of our position—le- 
galize marijuana, and work from there on 
other drug policy. 

Fortunately, the anti-drug drum corps 
is getting real good at what they do, and 
the public is getting a bit tired of all the 
hype. They've heard this tune before, and 
it reminds them of a commercial jingle 
they got sick of months ago. In the im- 
mortal words of Yogi Berra, “It’s like deja 
vu, all over again.” 

We have to remind the public that 
we've heard tough talk before, and we've 
seen tough action, and it just hasn't 
worked. We have to remind the politi- 
cians that regardless of whatever rhetori- 
cal blankets they clutch, there is real 
public support for change when the time 
comes to stop campaigning and start 
governing. 

Above all, we must remember that 
we've heard all this election-year hype 
before, that it doesn’t really change any- 
thing, and that the only way we're going 
to change things is to get organized and 
get involved. 

They're all out there banging on the 
pro-war drum: Edwin Meese, William 
Bennett, Nancy Reagan, Charles Rangel, 
Jesse Jackson, Michael Dukakis, George 
Bush, Otis Bowen, and the rest of them. 
From now to Election Day we'll be 
hearing about America’s past failures and 
their favorite remedies. We won't hear a 
word about marijuana reform from our 
leaders unless you raise the issue. 

Last election the drum beat was to pass 
the Omnibus Drug Bill. This year the 
Democrats will beat the pro-war drum in 
order to beat the Republicans. The GOP, 
‘on the other hand, will use it to advocate 
even more urine testing. 

We need to beat the drum a little our- 
selves. If for nothing else, to point out 
how foolish everyone else is acting. @

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wasn't a wimp either. But once they got 
his direction away from them, they contin- 
ued shooting. The truck ended up off to 
the right, but shots came from the [pas- 
senger] side. They could've stopped 
shooting,” Pascale contends. 

The Observer offered these critical de- 
tails: “A set of oversized tire tracks, pre- 
sumably from Loop’s pickup, show he 
apparently came out of the driveway, 
turned right on Mrs. Koturo’s lawn, 
swerved between a holly bush and zig- 
zagged between other shrubs before hit- 
ting a tree that blocked him from getting 
onto Elmwood Drive.” Loop, unarmed 
and blocked by a tree, still “required” the 
use of "deadly force. 

Achilling epilogue to this story is what 
happened to two of Pascale’s sons not 
long after the shooting. Pascale explains: 
“We all went down to the hospital, except 
for my youngest son, Ed. He went to drop 
a friend off in the development, but there 
was a police barricade—actually a cop 
car in the way. Ed drove around the car, 
then came back. A cop stopped him and 
asked for his license and registration. | 
was concerned about Ed because he 
was friends with Ronnie. When we got 
there he told me, ‘Mom, | did a stupid 
thing, but it's okay.’ Then my other two 
sons came over. One of the cops pushed 
Tony, saying he couldn't go by. Then he 
pushed him again. Ed has a bad temper. 
He grabbed the cop and started shouting 
All of a sudden there were cops all over. A 
brawl broke out in the middle of the street. 
They were swinging nightsticks at all of 
us. Peter and Ed got arrested. They 
wanted to arrest me too, but my daugh- 
ters pulled me to the side. 

“The cops knew something went down 
that shouldn't have gone down. They 
think they're dealing with scum in this 
section of Brick—it's called Birchwood. 
The cops tried to incite Ed in jail, saying, 
‘The only good Birchwood person is a 
dead Birchwood person.’ They beat him 
some more. We're average people. The 
houses in our development go for be- 
tween $100,000 to $150,000; in other 
sections they go for $400,000. The sec- 
tion we live in doesn’t mean we're bad 
people; it just means we have less 
money. But that was the attitude the cops 
had that day. They were on the defensive 
because they killed a Birchwood 
person.” 

The Loop case is currently being inves- 
tigated by the Ocean County prosecutor's 
office. The New Jersey Attorney 
Genera''s office plans to review the case 
after all the necessary reports have been 
submitted. 

In Colorado, Janet Bloom and John 
Visser, both 34, were convicted of cultiva- 
tion on February 18 in Gunnison. While 
Bloom was given a 24-year sentence, 
Visser copped a plea and had his re- 


duced to four. Here’s what happened, ac- 
cording to Visser's lawyer, David 
Olmstead: 

Bloom had been working as a 
freelance house cleaner. She had pre- 
| viously been busted for possession while 
living in Texas. Visser hired her to clean 
| up a house that he owned; on the prem- 
ises were several grow bins, but no pot 
(there were some stalks, which Olmstead 
says falls under Colorado's definition of 
marijuana). Meanwhile, the local police 
had received an anonymous letter claim- 
ing pot was being grown in the house. By 
the time they obtained a search warrant, 
however, the pot had been cleared out 
The day they came to search the apart- 
ment, they found Bloom and Visser 
cleaning up the mess. They were 
arrested. 

Gunnison is a rural community with a 
small college, located about 180 miles 
southwest of Denver, about 12 miles from 
a ski resort. It's the kind of place, notes 
Olmstead, “Where law enforcement likes 
to tell the city council it has a drug prob- 
lem when it comes to budget time.” The 
prosecuting attorney's first objective was 
to classify the defendants as “special of- 
fenders’. The attorney called on a so- 
called expert from the University of 
Mississippi who testified that as much as 
500 pounds of pot could have been grown 
| inthe bins. Arguing for the defense, HIGH 
TIMES' Ed Rosenthal said no more than 
15 pounds could have been cultivated in 
the bins. The judge ruled in the prosecu- 
tion's behalf and granted the “special of- 
fender” status—which allows for the 
possibility of a life sentence. 

At this point, Visser pled guilty. Bloom 
probably would have followed Visser's 
lead if she wasn't already on probation 
from the Texas conviction; taking the plea 
would have revoked her probation. Being 
stuck between the proverbial rock and a 
hard place, Bloom decided to take her 
chances. Plus, she believed she was in- 
Nocent, so she decided to fight the charge 
against her. 

“Id have bet you an expensive dinner 
that she would have been acquitted,” 
says Olmstead. “She didn’t do anything 
and she ended up taking the fall. 

The only good news here is that the 
judge who sentenced them is known to 
reconsider cases in 90 days, at which 
point he frequently reduces the sen- 
| tences. @

Here are two sad examples of why 
growers should never let anyone except 
their spouse know about their garden. 

Case one involves a (former) close 
friend of 15 years. After setting up a 
garden and investing $2000 in it, | 
thought it would be “'the right thing to 
do” to let someone else in on a good 
thing. Not only that, but | was broke. So 
| offered him half of our first indoor and 
outdoor harvest for $500. He got 7 1/2 
ounces of SSSC Skunk #1 and over a 
pound of no potency green buds from 
seeds he gave me. | got exactly the same 
thing, did all the work, and took all the 
risk. Then he got a real bad attitude and 
accused me of cheating him. Not only 
that, but he told a lot of other people 
about my garden and how | “cheated” 
him. 

Case two is even worse. A friend of 
over 20 years gave me some five-gallon 
buckets and let me use his drill a few 
times. | grew a seed crop over the winter 
using SSSC M11 and M33 males, and 
M11, M33, and M39 females. My 
investment was over $900, and the total 
yield was 14 ounces of heavily seeded 
but very potent buds 

There was a dry spell, so my buddy 
asked me for some pot. | sold him 1 1/4 
ounces for $60. The guy went home, got 
drunk, and then got pissed off because | 
didn’t give him the herb for free. He 
called me up and rooted me out, and | 
tried to explain that $60 didn’t even cover 
my costs, but he wouldn't listen. So! 
called up his wife and left a message for 
him not to come around with his rotten 
attitude. Then the guy threatened to beat 


me up and wound up making an 
“anonymous call to the police about my 
garden. 

Luckily, | anticipated his lunacy and 
cleaned my house out. But now | can 
never use my nice garden again because 
of my own big stupid mouth and naive 
faith in the goodness of people. Take my 
advice: keep your mouth shut and you 
won't find out how shallow, greedy, and 
selfish your ‘‘friends”’ are.

| read a letter to your magazine from a 
man who was complaining about getting 
headaches from smoking marijuana, and 
would like to offer my qualified opinion. | 
suspect that the man’s headaches were 
most likely caused by smoking marijuana 
leaves. Some marijuana leaves, 
commonly referred to as “‘leaf’’, are very 
potent but can unfortunately cause 
headaches. The large ‘Sun Leaves’ 
usually have the greatest potential to 
produce headaches, but smaller leaves 
have some headache producing 
potential, also. If the buds aren’t 
trimmed close enough, some leaf will 
remain when the bud is smoked. 

Recently | experienced headaches 
after harvesting an extremely fresh crop. 
I suspect that some killer skunk weed 
may have headache causing potential 
until it is a couple of days old. Itis also 
likely that the skunk weed | was smoking 
caused munchies of such intensity that | 
ate too much nitrate-laced food, like 
chocolate and lunch meat. After the 
latest killer skunk weed aired out for a 
couple of days (and | quit eating shit like 
chocolate and lunch meat), | no longer 
had the headaches. Nitrates can 
definitely cause mild to intense 
headaches. Weed is often fed intense 
amounts of nitrogen, so that might be 
the connection. Of course, too much 
weed gets sprayed with insecticides and 
herbicides every year. Here in the 
midwest, a lot of weed is grown in (and 
adjacent to) corn fields and other 
agricultural areas. This weed could cause 
headaches 

A few years back during a midsummer 
leaf drought, the only herb my friends 
and | had to smoke was immature male 
leaf. The stuff produced a mild 
headache. In fact we got into the habit of 
taking two or three aspirins before 
smoking a big fat leaf joint.

spangled gown—stepping down 
majestically out of the night sky with a 
colossal sheaf of nourishing wheat 
cradled in her bare arms, as a 
guarantee of next season's harvest. 

“So after all's said and done,” 
derided the early Christian 
eschatologists, “the great Mystery of 
Demeter at Eleusis is nothing more than 
a shock of wheat!” In this of course they 
missed the point, undoubtedly 
intentionally. The mystery here is how 
everyone saw the same hallucination at 
the same time, right down to the tiniest 
details of the lady's gown and smiling 
dimples, even while each individual 
pilgrim, on one level of amplified 
consciousness, was entirely aware that 
it was a hallucination. But they were alf 
having it! If you have never done an 
indole-alkaloid drug with another 
person, the special magic of this 
collective hallucinosis will probably be 
lost on you until you do. 

Now, the significance of all this for 
pregnant women (who were not allowed 
to be communicants at Eleusis) is the 
point at which the original kykeon 
potion figures in the original myth-cycle 
of Demeter, which was ritually 
recapitulated in full at each session of 
the Mysteries. Everyone has heard how 
Demeter’s daughter Persephone, the 
Spring-Princess, was ravished away 
below the earth by Hades, King of Hell; 
and then how the world was frozen in 
perpetual winter while Demeter 
wandered distracted with grief, until the 
gods cajoled Hades into returning 
Persephone back to earth each spring 
for a six-month furlough in the sun, so 
that people could grow wheat to feed 
cattle to sacrifice to the Olympian 
gods. 

But nowadays, not many recall the 
penultimate episode of this myth-cycle, 
in which Demeter, nearly dead from 
grief, takes refuge near Eleusis in the 
hut of an impoverished farmer named 
Eumolpus, whose family is also nearly 
dead from starvation and cold in this 
never-ending winter. Nevertheless, they 
stoke up the hearthfire for this 
demented old woman and set her down 
byt, lay out for her a merry feast from 
what little they have, and just generally 
unfreeze her desolated heart with the 
commiseration of all humankindness in 
their collective misery. Demeter is so 
profoundly touched and renewed by it 
all that she slips Eumolpus’ heavily- 
pregnant wife a specially-spiked cup of 
mint-and-barley kykeon; and behold, 
the woman instantly gives birth toa 
male-child named Triptolemus, 
meaning “Thrice-Mighty”. And after that 
magic child was born—with a little help 
from the oxytocic alkaloids of Claviceps 
paspali—in the dead of winter, in 


Eumolpus’ simple hut among the farm 
animals, things immediately begin 
getting better for wretched humankind. 

If an awful lot of this sounds vaguely 
familiar, it shouldn't be surprising. 
Religious people all around the 
Mediterranean swapped myths and rites 
and sacramental potions freely, and 
anything that worked as good as the 
cult of Demeter at Eleusis was bound to 
be pirated by the competition. In things 
like this, it doesn’t matter who had the 
idea first, but who can bring it off with 
the deftest sleight-of-hand. 

The Israelites of the oldest parts of 
the Old Testament, for instance, were 
obviously familiar with the special 
oxytocic properties of Claviceps 
paspali, to go by the fifth chapter of the 
Book of Numbers. Here Is described 
“the law of jealousy”, by which a man 
who suspects his wife of infidelity can 
have her scientifically tested for it by 
the local rabbi. The woman is to be 
taken to the local temple, where “the 
priest shall have in his hand the bitter 
water that causeth the curse.” After 
some misdirecting legerdemain, such 
as sprinkling a cup of clean water with 
“the dust that is in the floor of the 
tabernacle,” he ultimately (and 
evidently surreptitiously) slips her the 
magic potion: “And it shall come to pass 
that if she be defiled, and have done 
trespass against her husband, that the 
water that causeth the curse shall enter 
into her, and become bitter, and her 
belly shall swell, and her thigh shall rot; 
the woman shall become a plague 
among her people. And if the woman be. 
not defiled, but be clean, then she shall 
be free, and shall conceive seed.” 

In other words, if a married woman 
had the poor judgement to get herself 
pregnant by an unauthorized party, the 
scripture here prescribed a magic 
formula for assuring that the husband's 
inheritance shouldn't be complicated by 
out-of-wedlock interlopers. If pregnant 
women think they get yanked around 
today, they ought to consider the 
testimony of history. 

As for my own expert advice on acid- 
dropping during pregnancy, | think 
common sense counsels that since the 
process of fetal development is so 
infernally delicate and mysterious and 
complicated, pregnant women who 
complicate it even further by taking any 
sort of unprescribed drug, from acid to 


| aspirin, probably aren't likely to do their 


posterity any favors. On the other hand, 
in the interests of not yanking pregnant 
women around, it’s only fair to point out 
that after a generation of horror stories 
about LSD causing “chromosome 
damage” and so on, not an atom of 
evidence has ever been developed to 
indicate that it poses the remotest 
hazard to unborn children; and it’s hard 
to conceive of how it ever could, 
considering that the dose is measured 
in millionths of a gram. @

this is not always the case. If you do 
know then the night before the test drink 
massive amounts of water. The more the 
better. Then, the morning of the test (or 
right before. if it is the afternoon) drink 
copious amounts of coffee. Caffeine is 
a mild diuretic and will cause an effect 
similar to furosemide although not 
nearly as effectively. But, if you smoke 
less than two or three times a day. this 
should get you through your urinalysis 
with no drug detected 

So much for the chemical means, now 
for the mechanical. The best, easiest. 
and least detectable means is taping a 
250cc intravenous solution bag under 
your arm. These can be purchased at 
most drugstores or from medical supply 
houses without a prescription. Use only 
normal saline as this is undetectable as 
a contaminant. Tape the tubing to the 
front of your body and run it to the 
urinary meatus (opening). When it is 
time to urinate, fill the sample bottle 
with very little urine then use your arm 
to squeeze the fiuid out of the bag and 
into the sample bottle. The bag placed 
under the arm early enough insures that 
the sample will be warm enough when it 
is handed back to the tester. 

One of the myths about urine tests is 
that putting salt, aspirin, and other 
contaminants into the sample will alter 
the results of the test. This is not likely 
The test measures only the drug and not 
the contents of the solution. Other 
substances, short of causing damage to 
the machine, will not alter the results. In 
addition, if whomever is testing detects 
the presence of a contaminant in your 
urine, then they will probably test you 
again or not hire you, if yourtestisa 
pre-employment test 

Another common myth is that 
urinalysis can be defeated by the 
drinking of vinegar prior to a test. The 
principle behind this is that the kidneys 
tend to excrete more of a solute when 
the blood is slightly alkaline. Drinking 
vinegar (an acid) in sufficient amounts 
would cause the blood to become acidic 
and suppress the excretion of 
metabolites (drugs). You would have to 
drink a lot of vinegar to accomplish this. 
This would alter the pH balance of the 
blood, a dangerous thing to do even ina 
hospital and rather stupid to do outside 
of one. 

So you see, the drug urinalysis test is 
not a hard test to take, if you study. 
When enough people can defeat this 
menace to society its usefulness will 
become nil. But merely defeating the 
test is not enough—let your 
congressman know how you feel. The 
freedom you preserve may be your own. @

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You discover a secret doorway into a 
room in your house that you did not 
previously know existed. It is aroom 
in which both your inner experience 
and your relations with others seem 
magically transformed. You feel 
really good about yourself and your 
life. At the same time, everyone who 
comes into this room seems more 
lovable. You find your thoughts 
flowing, turning into words that 
previously were blocked by fear and 
inhibition. 

After several hours, you return to 
your familiar abode, feeling tired but 
‘different, more open. And your 
memory of your mystical passage 
may help you in the days and weeks 
ahead to make all the other rooms of 
your house more enjoyable. 

‘This metaphorical door exists in 
the form of a new and experimental 
mind-changing compound. It goes by 
many names, “Ecstasy (XTC),” 
“Adam,” “Presence,” “Clarity,” “Zen,” 
and “M,” but the initials of its 
chemical name are MDMA (or the 
also correct MDM). 


Although it has come to public 
attention only recently, MDMA is not 
a newly synthesized compound. It 
was originally developed in 1914, the 
first year of WWI in Germany, while 
scientists were looking for an 
appetite suppressant (which it is). It 
was patented by Merck 
Pharmaceutical Company, then for 
the most part forgotten for the next 
40 years. 

In 1953, the U.S. Army Chemical 
Center gave MDMA to guinea pigs, 
rats, mice, monkeys, and dogs in 
order to find out how toxic it might 
be. It was found to be less so than its 
chemical cousin MDA, with which it 
is often compared. 

It wasn’t until 1976 that the first 
report was published which 
indicated the psychoactivity of 
MDMA in humans. The journal 
article was by Alexander Shulgin and 
a collaborator, D.A. Nichols. Shulgin 
is aresearch biochemist whose 
revelatory experience with 
mescaline sulphate in the mid-’60s 
put him on an “ever-changing quest 
of curiosity,” developing and 
personally exploring a wide range of 
psychoactive substances. Nichols, 


who is now at the Department of 
Medical Chemistry of Purdue 
University, has also contributed 
much to this field. 

Shulgin and Nichols concluded: 

“Within the effective dosage range, 
75-100 mg orally, the effects are first 
noted very quickly, usually within a 
half-hour following administration. 
With most subjects, the plateau of 
effects is reported to occur in a half- 
hour to one hour. The intoxication 
symptoms are largely dissipated in 
an additional 2 hours except for a 
mild residual sympathiomimetic 
stimulation which can persist for 
several additional hours. There are 
few physical indicators of 
intoxication and psychological 
sequelae [after-effects] are virtually 
non-existent. Qualitatively, the drug 
appears to evoke an easily controlled 
altered state of consciousness with 
emotional and sensual overtones.” 

Yet even before the publication of 
the Shulgir/Nichols report, the 
diffusion of MDMA into society had 
begun. Some reports of early 
underground batches of MDMA start 
as early as 1970. Among those who 
noted the compound's promise, there 
was fear that MDMA might become a 
“street drug” as LSD had, and would 
be quickly banned. LSD had been 
mainly a research tool of 
psychotherapists for the first 20 
years after its psychoactive effects 
had been discovered. When 
publicized by the Harvard 
Psychedelic Research group, it 
became the “sacrament” of the 
hippies and the recreational drug of 
the Youth Culture. The use of this 
powerful mind-changing agent by 
several million inadequately 
prepared users, often taking 
improperly made LSD, led to some 
well-publicized “bad trips.” For this 
reason, as well as others we will 
discuss later, possession of LSD was 
made a felony. 

Learning from these earlier 
mistakes, those who experimented 
with MDMA, many of them 
psychotherapists, attempted to 
control the dissemination of 
information about the drug as well as 
the substance itself. They hoped that 
enough informal research could be 
done before it became public to keep 
it from suffering a fate like that of 
LSD and mescaline. 
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Differences 
Between MDMA 
and Major 
Psychedelics 


Aside from this attempt at secrecy, 
another factor—the differences 
between MDMA and its 
predecessors—helped keep things 
quiet. MDMA is a member of anew 
generation of psychoactive 
substances, which are in many 
respects different from major 
psychedelics. Indeed, some refuse to 
consider it a psychedelic drug at all. 
They would rather use descriptors 
like “feeling enhancer” or 
“empathogen.” 

How does MDMA differ from LSD, 
mescaline, or its close chemical 
relative, MDA, for that matter? 
Perhaps the most important 
distinction between MDMA and the 
others is that MDMA is more specific 
in its effects. 

Stanislav Grof, M.D., former 
National Institute of Mental Health 
(NIMH) LSD researcher and author 
of three books reporting the results 
of his experiments, has Classified 
LSD as a “non-specific amplifier of 
brain functions.” By this, he means. 
that LSD tends to enhance almost 
every aspect of mental experience, 
from amplifying and distorting any or 
all of the senses to the revelation of 
the contents of the unconscious 
mind. The LSD taker is bombarded 
with more of almost everything, 
positive as well as negative. This is, 
for the most part, also true for the 
other major psychedelic drugs. 

MDMA does not produce many of 
the effects attributed to these major 
psychedelic drugs. It is not 
hallucinogenic in normal doses, and 
it does not disrupt “ego-integrity,” a 
term psychologists use to describe 
our ability to function in the world. 
Coordination is not lost during the 
MDMA experience, and there are not 
disorganizing effects on thought 
processes. 

Instead, MDMA focuses selectively 
‘on a few of the many mental 
functions that LSD may affect, 
including emotional ecstasy, 
capacity for empathy, serenity, self- 
awareness, and “noetic” feelings. The 
last, noetic feelings, are the 
experience of seeing the world in a 
fresh way, as if for the first time—as 
achild sees it.

The LSD experience is sometimes 
referred to by psychologists as 
involving “depersonalization.” That 
is, the experience of existing as a 
separate personality or “ego” is 
disrupted by LSD. MDMA does not 
normally produce depersonalization. 
Instead, the effects are ego- 
strengthening. 

MDA is closer in its effects to 
those of the major psychedelics 
(LSD, psilocybin, mescaline). It has 
some depersonalizing qualities as 
well as mild hallucinogenic effects. 
The latter are much less pronounced 
than with LSD. At the same time, it 
promotes empathetic 
communication and interpersonal 
exploration in the samme manner as 
MDMA, although again, not to the 
same degree. MDA appears to be a 
less selective, more globally active 
representative of the family of 
phenethylamines of which it is a 
member, whereas MDMA is a more 
specific enhancer of empathetic 
awareness. In fact, MDMA might be 
considered the prototype of anew 
class of psychoactive compounds, 
the “empathogens.” 

As aresult of these differences 
between MDMA and its 
predecessors, the experiences 
catalyzed by MDMA are nearly 
always positive. The set 
(expectations of the user) and the 
setting (the place were the drug is 
taken) have much less influence on 
the outcome of the MDMA. 
experience than is true for LSD. The 
depersonalizing, hallucinatory 
experience of LSD requires much 
more preparation and structuring 
than MDMA does to produce a 
favorable outcome. And even with 
the most careful planning and 
environment, the dramatic 
consciousness changes produced by 
LSD can be frightening or even 
shattering for some people. 

When large numbers of people on 
bad LSD trips appeared at hospital 
emergency rooms during the ’60s, the 
phenomenon attracted the attention 
of the government and the media. 
But only eight people in the entire 
country sought treatment in hospital 
emergency rooms after using MDMA 
during the four years from 1977 
(when the drug first appeared on the 
street) to 1981, according to the 
government's Drug Abuse Warning 
Network (DAWN). More are admitted 
for alcohol-related problems in any 
two hours of a single day than in 
those four years. Between 1981 and 


1985, not a single admission to any of 
the DAWN-monitored hospital 
| emergency rooms was reported. 


Dissemination 
of MDMA into 
Society 


The benign nature of the MDMA 
experience, along with the 
purposeful effect of those who used 
it to keep things quiet, contributed to 
the low profile that MDMA exhibited 
from its introduction in 1977 until 
1984, 

During that time, MDMA spread 
through underground channels 
which included psychotherapists, 
psychiatrists, long-time psychedelic 

| drug explorers, yuppies, and a 

| remarkable assortment of 
individualists of all kinds. The main 
uses of MDMA were as a facilitator 
for interpersonal exploration and 
communication between lovers and 
friends, and, among the 
professionals, as a tool for 
psychotherapy. For those purposes, 
MDMA turned out to be quite 


| reliable. By this time, it was called 


“Adam or “Ecs 
those who used it. 

Ralph Metzner, Ph.D., who named 
this class of compound 


y” by many of 


| “empathogens,” has noted in his 


unpublished “The Nature of the 
MDMA Experience and Its Role in 
Healing, Psychotherapy and Spiritual 
Practice”: 

“Perhaps the most interesting 
code name for MDMA, that seems to 
have originated with a group of 
therapists on the West Coast, is the 
term “Adam,” by which is meant not 
Adam as man, but rather Adam-and- 
Eve as androgynous ancestor. 

“The figure of Adam is a highly 
| important symbolic figure in Gnostic 
and Hermetic writings, and C.G. Jung 
wrote extensively about it. He 
represents ‘primordial man,’ the 
‘original being,’ the ‘man of Earth,’ 
the condition of primal innocence 
and unity with all life, as described in 
the Bible’s account of the Garden of 
Eden. Feelings of being returned to a 
| natural state of innocence, before 

guilt, shame and unworthiness arose, 

are common in these Adamic 

ecstasies; and so are feelings of 

connectedness and bonding with 

fellow human beings, animals and all 

the forms and energies of the natural 
| world.” 


The other popular name for 
MDMA, “Ecstasy,” was chosen for 
obvious reasons. The man who first 
named it “Ecstasy” told me that he 
chose the name “because it would 
sell better than calling it ‘Empathy.’ 
‘Empathy’ would be more 
appropriate, but how many people 
know what it means?” In mid-1984, 
the calm waters of MDMA use began 

| to feel some ripples, forerunners of 
the waves of the storm that was to 
follow. Hardly a word had been 
written about Adam until Bill 
Mandel's flippant piece, “The Yuppie 
Psychedelic” appeared in the June 
10, 1984 edition of the San Francisco 
Chronicle. 

| “Shades of Timothy Leary! A 

defrocked Harvard professor 

appeared on the Marin County 
intelligentsia circuit a few months 
ago preaching the wonders of a new 
psychedelic drug. 

“Called ‘Adam, it has been turning 
up recently in rather unlikely circles. 
| Adam is spreading faster than a 
secret restaurant tip among educated 
professionals in their 30's and 40's, 
non-kooky baby boomers who 
experimented with psychedelics 15 
years ago and then forsook them for 
careers and family. 

“Could this be the last hurrah of 
| the '60s, a final nostalgic harkening 

to a golden age when ‘bald spots’ 
were on ski slopes, not one’s scalp? 

| Back then, Leary and Richard Alpert 

| (who later became Ram Dass) left 

| psychology professorships 

| Harvard to become guid 

| LSD Magical Mystery Tour. 

“No, Adam is very definitely of the 
80s. According to people who've 
taken it, this new psychedelic isn't 
supposed to teach you anything or 
take you anywhere. It was designed 
| simply to stimulate the pleasure 
centers of the cerebral cortex...” 
Many who used Adam were 
relieved to find that its chemical 
name was incorrectly given in this 
slick mix of fact and fallacy, a 
combination which was to typify 
much of the media coverage that was 
to follow. Mandel says, “The name 
“Adam is probably derived from the 
chemical name, methyl-methyl 
dioxyamphetamine (MMDA).” 
MMDA is one of Adam's close 
chemical cousins, and had been 
scheduled by the Comprehensive 
Controlled Substance Act of 1970— 
which contains lists of drugs 
| prohibited by the federal 

government—along withMDA. By 


specifying the wrong name in the 
article, attention to MDMA was 
averted. 

But this respite was to be short- 
lived. The next month, the World 
Health Organization asked of its 
member governments about the use 
of more than twenty known 
psychoactive substances of the 
chemical class called 
phenethylamines. MDMA was on the 
list. Checking records of drug 
seizures, WHO identified MDMA as 
the only drug found on the list a 
significant number of times. 

‘After a year of collecting data and 
planning in collaboration with the 
Food and Drug Administration, the 
Drug Enforcement Administration 
(DEA) published a notice in the July 
27, 1984 edition of the Federal 
Register that it intended to include 
MDMA in the Comprehensive 
Substances Act as a Schedule 1 drug, 
equivalent to a narcotic and deemed 
to be without medical use. | 

The DEA could not have 
anticipated what happened next.A | 
group of self-described “physicians, | 
researchers, therapists, and lawyers” |

was established under the name of a 
Florida-based nonprofit corporation 
formed earlier by proponents of 
Buckminster Fuller, Earth Metabolic 
Design Laboratory. Concurrently 
four individuals, Professor Thomas 
B. Roberts, Ph.D., George Greer, | 
MD., Professor Lester Grinspoon, 
MD., and Professor James Bakalar, 
retained a Washington, D.C. attorney, 
James Cotton. On Sept. 10, 1984, | 
Cotton sent a letter to Franc: 
Mullen, Administrator of the DEA, 
requesting that a hearing be held to 
determine whether MDMA should be 
scheduled, and if so, what schedule it 
should be placed in. 

The initial hearing was held on 
February 1, 1985, in the Washington, 
D.C., Drug Enforcement 
Administration offices with pres 
administrative law justice Francis 
Young. Also present were two D} 
attorneys, Richard Cotton, anda 
pharmaceutical company attorney 
not interested in MDMA, but 
interested in a procedural question 
discussed in the Federal Register 
with regard to the hearings about 
whether a drug could be placed ina | 
category other than Schedule 1 of the | 
Controlled Substance Act if there 
was no currently accepted medical 
use. 

It was decided that three future 
hearings would be held: one in

| ters to have 
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Washington, D.C., another in Kansas 
City, Missouri, and the third in Los 
Angeles. These hearings would try to 
address five questions decided by | 
general agreement of the contending 
parties: 1) Is there accepted medical 
use of MDMA? 2) Is there lack of 
accepted safety for MDMA when 

used under medical supervision? 3) 
What is the relative abuse potential 


| of MDMA? 4) If there is no accepted 


medical use of MDMA, can it be 
placed in a category other than 
Schedule 1? 5) If MDMA can be 
placed somewhere other than 
Schedule 1, where would it be 
scheduled, if at all? 

Judge Young commented that the 
decision process could take up to a 
year. Those who were interested in 
using the drug therapeutically hoped 
that during this period, much more 
research could be done with human 
subjects to prove the efficacy of 
MDMA for psychotherapy. But 
events of the next several months 
placed a dark cloud over those 
expectations.

Dana Beal has a very long and colorful 
past. He’s best-known as the Youth In- 
ternational Party (YIP) spokesperson, 
who replaced Abbie Hoffman and Jerry 
Rubin in 1972, and as the organizer of 
New York City smoke-ins. His first in- 
volvement in radical politics dates back 
to his high school years, when he joined 
the hippie scene on New York’s Lower 
East Side in the mid-60s, and he helped 
organize the first Summer of Love 
smoke-in. He later gained fame and 
notoriety from involvements with the 
Yippies, the Zippies, the White Pan- 
thers, and numerous other radical 
groups. 

Dana is currently involved in organiz- 
ing the Safe Drugs Movement and the 
Coalition for 100% Drug Reform (see 
related Highwitness News story in this 
issue on page 22). 

‘This is the second in a series of inter- 
views we're running to celebrate the 
15th anniversary of HIGH TIMES, to 
recognize the contributions of Tom 
Forcade to alternative media, and to 


celebrate the continuing existence of 
the counterculture, 

HIGH TIMES: What is the Safe Drugs 
Movement? 

Dana Beal: Basically, I got tired of wait- 
ing for things to change and wanted to 
do something. In 1987, we tried to 
create a movement to impeach the 
President and the Attorney General. We 
had two demands. Impeach these guys 
(the Reagan administration) and estab- 
lish a special prosecutor to look into all 
the CIA operations, and ex-CIA agents 
to find out who's dealing drugs, be- 
cause we know this is not a period when 
the independents have dominated the 
drug business. You had to have some- 
body on the inside to do business under 
Reagan. 

HT: You mean the corruption is at the 
highest levels of government, as oppos- 
ed to the lower levels? 

DB: All kinds of levels. Big, big semi- 
trailer trucks full of pot are coming 
across the border in Arizona and Texas. 
What happens is they drop $50,000 on 


the Customs guy. The problem under 
Reagan is they found out who a lot of 
the corrupt Customs people were, and 
came to them and said, “This is the 
CIA. Okay, you're not going to get ar- 
rested. You're just going to have to 
give us 97 percent of everything you 
take in.” 

HT: So to really fight a war against 
dangerous drugs, all you'd have to do is 
impeach Reagan. 

DB: That was demand number one: Im- 
peach Reagan. Demand number two: 
Set up a special prosecutor that would 
be beholden to Congress—not to the 
Justice Department. The job would be 
to ventilate the CIA. Investigate every 
one of them with the idea that there's a 
presumption that they’re involved in 
dealing drugs. And then we came to the 
third demand: one-hundred percent 
drug reform. 

‘The standpoint of this is to take the 
money to conduct secret wars away 
from the CIA. You have to re-examine 
the entire body of law. Change it so 
there's no chance for them to raise hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars to fight a 
war somewhere that Congress didn’t 
declare. That's how we get into things 
like Viet Nam, which are a lot more 
significant than even the War on 
Drugs. 

We got a fair amount of shit from 
people who said, “Okay, we like de- 
mand number one and demand number 
two, but you've got to drop 100% drug 
reform because that's getting into an 
area we don’t want to touch.” We never 
exactly won the argument but we mov- 
ed people over to our direction. Like the 
guy who unfurled the banner at the 
Contragate hearings over the summer, 
“What about the contra cocaine,” and 
got grabbed and thrown out. He’s one 
of our people. He said he was just a 
peacenik who never would have gotten 
involved in drug politics but it became 
necessary for him because it was get- 
ting so mixed up—this nexus of wars, 
arms dealing, and repression. When it 
was just pot, it was a question of 
“Should we legalize pot so the hippies 
can have their pot?” But I believe 
we've reached a point somewhere in the 
last two years where you can actually 
talk to people outside the pot move- 
ment about 100% drug reform. 

Obviously, 100% reform of a system 
wouldn’t simply be the opposite of the 
system. You'd have to take the whole 
system apart. You go back to the first 
premises—why do we have these drug 
laws to begin with? So you go back to 
1904, 1903, right? The answer is real 
simple—public health, and a concern 
about addiction. All these people were 
getting addicted to patent medicines 
and it was bad for the public health. 

HT: And that’s where the concept of 
dangerous drugs and the need for drug

Christmas day in South Miami 
was warm and sunny and 
green. Both the local flora and 
currency were spread out upon 
the table before me. But no 
greener than the last of my 
crop, prime indica seedless, 
piled alongside the cash in 
large zip-lock bags. There fora 
few minutes I starred in my own 
episode of “Miami Vice.” Only 
no Crockett and Tubbs. Just me 
and a dealer friend, a fine 
fellow, although momentarily 
blown away by my super buds. 
“I’m really going to miss it,” I 
said, meaning the buds, my 
plants, my crop. 

“You'll get over it,” he replied 
cynically. He had bought the 
right to be cynical about the pot, 
having just paid me aneat ten 
grand for the last five pounds I 
had brought down. 

He was right, of course, but 
there is something about 
having raised acrop from. 
seeds, watered it through the 
sultry deep-southern summer, 
harvested, trimmed, dried, and 
transported it, that money, 
wonderful compensation 
though it is, cannot buy. 

There is a pride, a 
satisfaction, fundamental to 
agricultural man that comes 
with the eager reception of his 
produce by the consuming 
public. But what I felt went 
beyond that, was more basic 
yet: the satisfaction of 
supporting one’s family by the 
direct and simple labor of 
producing a valuable 
commodity in partnership with 
the elements, hand in hand 
with God Himself. To reap vast 
returns from minimal outlay. It 
was especially satisfying during 
these times of market 
instability, high unemployment, 
and economic uncertainty. 

There was ample time during 
my long drive home to wonder: 
How is it that some succeed 
where others fail? There is no 
shortage of books and articles 
telling how to raise cannabis. It 
is the simplest of undertakings. 
Anyone who can grow tomatoes 
can raise pot, yet the 
newsmedia are filled with 
accounts of bungled harvests. 
What qualities contribute toa 
successful clandestine crop? 
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Full verdant stage miniplot. Careful spacing optimized yields from 
these four females—nearly 3 pounds of buds total. 


Success is possible only with 
small risk by an intelligent 
strategy and efficient use of 
resources. Boldness, stealth, 
and industry mean huge profits 
for those willing to reap the 
harvest. These attributes, those 
of a guerrilla soldier, form the 
basis of a growing philosophy 
successful all across America; 
particularly so in the least 
likely of places, the bible-belt 
Deep South. 


Since the prohibitionist 
government doggedly adheres 
to the same tactics which lost a 
war in Indochina, the 
intelligent grower should look 
to the father of modern 
guerrilla warfare for guidance. 

In Basic Tactics Mao Tse Tung 
writes, “The first principle lies 
in careful and secret 
preparation.” 

The guerrilla grower must 
ask himself: What are his goals? 


What risks attend his 
undertakings? What are his 
chances of success? Why is he 
doing it and what does he stand 
to profit? Can he really keep his 
mouth shut about what he is 
doing? 

Given good drug-cannabis 
seed, proper conditions, and 
satisfactory weather, a mature 
female plant will yield four to 
twelve or more ounces of 
flowers, dried and properly 
trimmed. Using an average 
eight ounces per plant ata 
wholesale price of $2,000 per 
pound for seedless buds, it is 
reasonable to think of each 
female seen through to harvest 
as $1,000. For some areas that 
might be too much, for others 
not enough, but give or take 
twenty percent and we have an 
accurate current estimate for 
anywhere in the country. 

Obviously a plantation of such 
plants would have a cash value 
in the millions. But this is not 
the place for fantasy. The 
question is how much can one 
grower alone, working with 
hand tools, on pirated land, 
actually earn through an entire 
season. 

In most cases fifty female 
plants is the upper limit one 


person can adequately care for. 
Let us say then that $50,000 is 
the absolute most one grower, 
with a good operation, is likely 
to earn per season. But such 
dollars are cash income and not 


| liable to the usual payroll 
| deductions of one quarter to 
| one third. So, at best, the 


guerrilla grower works for the 


| free market equivalent ofa 


$65,000 annual salary for six 
months part-time labor. Plus all 
the buds he can use himself. 

On the other hand he can do 
time. How much time varies 
with jurisdiction and the 
specifics of the case. In actual 
practice a first offender with 
competent legal counsel may 
get no prison term. Still, a good 
bust will at very least cost 
money to get out from under. 
Thus the grower must ask 
himself: Do you know a lawyer, 
one likely to keep you out of jail, 
not merely a friend’s friend, or 
somebody's brother-in-law? 
And, more to the point, is there 
acash reserve available for 
legal fees? Is there a plan of 
action in case the worst 
eventuality occurs, to 
compartmentalize risk? 

“Do not fight hard battles,” 
counsels Mao. 


By planting land which is not 
his own, using stealth, and 
having correct and realistic 
goals regarding crop size, the 
grower avoids hard battles and 
much of the risk concomitant 
with illegal cultivation. Careful 
planning and strict adherence 
to Mao's “hard battles” maxim 
tip the balance to the grower's 
favor when weighing the goal of 
$50,000 cash against a jail 
sentence. 

Site selection is fundamental 
to a grower's success. There are 
four considerations. Sun, water, 
secrecy, soil. In that order. 

Unshaded access to abundant 
sunlight is of primary 
importance and nothing can be 
done to improve access of a site 
to sunlight (except perhaps 
cutting trees, a conspicuous 
and labor-intensive 
undertaking). 

Water is also the sine qua non 
for green plants, but much can 
be done to irrigate an area. 

There can be sun and water 
and therefore plants, but 
without secrecy there will be no 
harvest for the grower except, 
perhaps, a harvest of trouble. 

Soil, too, is of vital importance, 
but is the simplest of the basic 
needs to adjust and augment. 


Foreknowledge is key to 
careful preparation. To have 
lived in an area for years, 
through dry and wet summers, 
early and late frosts, and to be 
familiar with local inhabitants 
and law enforcement is 
obviously the best position from | 
which to begin the site- 
selection process. Still, very 
adequate sites may be found 
starting as late as the winter or 
early spring, if one is careful 
and intelligent. 

The current farm crisis and 
consequent abundance of 
fallow cropland provides many 
opportunities for the 
clandestine grower. Unused 
rangeland, also abundant, 
offers much potential owing to 
the presence of ponds, cleared 
areas, and existing fencing, all 
the better to protect plants 
from deer or free-ranging | 
livestock. Newspaper classified 
ads, real estate listings, and 
rental columns of publications 
such as market bulletins (put 
out by extension bureaus of | 
various states) are of 
inestimable value in selecting 
likely areas to search out sites. 

The guerrilla grower does not | 
want to buy or rent land but to 


find land that will not be 
planted or grazed during the 
upcoming season. Truly ideal 
selection allows for the 
possibility that the property 
unexpectedly may be used after 
all, and for the grower and his 
crop to exist in symbiosis with a 
legitimate farmer (although 
unknown to him). After 
choosing an area the grower 
must then carefully reconnoiter 
exact sites suitable for his 
needs. 

Even though trees are winter- 
barren, it is easy to allow for 
foliage shade patterns and to 
estimate the position of 
summer sun falling ona given 
spot. Only slightly more difficult 
is predicting the amount of 
water a particular pond might 
provide in late summer, or, 
whether a stream or branch will 
run dry during a rainless spell. 
Drainage characteristics are 
easy to determine, and soil may 
be adjusted as late as one 
month or so before actual 
transplantation of started 
plants into the ground. 

Secrecy considerations are 
unpredictable. Some degree of 
local knowledge of terrain, 
traffic patterns, and of hunting 
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and fishing is desirable ifnot 
absolutely necessary. One 
season I farmed an area of the 
Deep South with which I had 
only small familiarity but 
enjoyed good results. Another 
fellow whose garden was within 
two miles of my own had worse 
luck. 

Either he had never heard, or 
chose to ignore, Mao’s dictum, 
“We must observe the principle, 
‘To gain territory is no cause for 
joy, and to lose territory is no 
cause for sorrow.’ '"' He had 
concealed his plants among 
rows of corn planted adjacent 
to an excellent year-round 
stream on bottom land he had 
purchased with terms, and upon 
which he had moved a trailer 
housing his family. 

Soon after moving onto the 
place he had erected “Posted” 
signs all around the property, 
which was his prerogative, but, 
in doing so, drew attention in a 
community where trespassing 
private land is considered a 
fundamental privilege of the 
local trash element. About 
midsummer the grower 
committed another more 
serious error by confronting a 
trespassing fisherman at 


None-better indica flowers ready for harvest. 
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shotgun point. 

The county sheriff obtained a 
warrant on the basis of the 
shotgun incident, and made a 
search. As it was an election 
year for county office, hugely 
exaggerated claims were made 
for the busted crop. During the 
trial it was described as 
potentially weighing tons and 
worth millions. 

This false impression of 
wealth, reinforced by the choice 
land he had bought, along with 
the armed confrontation, and 
an unsophisticated jury, 
weighed heavily against the 
grower, and he was convicted 
with little delay. As he was 
already on probation from an 
earlier conviction, he was 
sentenced to a 20-year prison 
term. Of course, he lost his farm 
when unable to meet due 
payments. 

My own enterprise in the 
same community involved a 
disused pond ona south-facing 
hillside, next to an inferior field 
in cultivation by a contract 
farmer, a mile or more from my 
own house and property. The 
pond—scant yards away from 
my plants—had frequent 
visitors during the summer. 
More than once I had hidden 
from fishermen and other 
outdoor types as they 
blundered a few feet from my 
crop with no idea of their 
proximity to dread devil-weed. 
Careful camouflaging of plants, 
trails, and tilled earth paid off 
for me. 

Lucky? Sure, but I had also 
read in Basic Tactics, “Covered, 
mountainous, broken terrain 
are advantageous for us.” I 
knew to use land that no one 
cared about or coveted, because 
ofits conspicuous richness; and 
never to use my own property. 

An incident which occurred 
in a neighboring county points 
up the value of using poor land, 
and of avoiding unwinnable 
confrontations. A timber 
broker, absolutely 
unsympathetic to the 
cultivation or use of cannabis, 
stumbled onto a grower in the 
act of watering a guerrilla plot 
on land he was “cruising” 
(timber broker jargon for 
estimating the value of trees 
about to be cut). Though 


| cultivation. Discovered plants 


obviously frightened, the 
grower kept his head, made 
small talk, asked the broker for 
alight, and mumbled 
something about, “growinga 
little something for his own 
head.” 

Lame cover? You bet. But, by 
avoiding a challenging. hostile, 
or unduly frightened attitude, 
the grower neutralized the 
immediate threat. The broker, 
who did not know the grower, 
was afraid of reprisal and never 
alerted authorities. 

The following fall, long after 
harvest, when the timber crew 
actually went in to log the 
property, they counted eight 
such plots, each containing the 
stripped remnants of eight to 


would have faced prosecution.

Air surveillance is worthless 
against a true guerrilla grower 
who plants only miniplots of 
three to six or so plants in 
overgrown areas where care is 
taken to avoid the appearance 
of cultivation by disguising 
tilled soil and trails, and 
carefully concealing tools and 
irrigation equipment. 

Repeat: If you can’t do it with 
ashovel, hoe, and five-gallon 
pails, working alone, you are 
probably planning too much. 
Hogs get slaughtered.

ten plants. A little something 
for his own head indeed. 

Another example illustrates 
the importance of realistic 
harvest goals. A grower with 
whom I have enjoyed long 
acquaintance has reaped fully 
ten bounteous harvests in the 
15 to 20 pound range. He has 
never fielded more than 80 to 
100 plants, and after sexing had 
never seen more than 50 
females to harvest. (Also for 10 
years he had never sold buds 
for less than $1600 per pound, 
most recently commanding 
prices in the $2400-$2600 
range.) 

Last spring he decided to 
reap one huge harvest and get 
rich. His miniplots were spread 
over 200 hilly acres in an Ohio 
valley community famous for 
indica hybrid seedless. He 
enlarged his sites, cut trees to 
clear more shade cover, and 
dug new plots. By May he had 
sprouted 1200 plants in gro- 
bags. 

Helicopter patrols are 
routine there, though the area 
is not especially hostile to 


are destroyed but prosecutions 
are rare if one is not observed 
in the act of tending, so long as 
minimal distance is kept 
between one’s domicile and 
contraband plots. 

The enlarged scope of his 
operation had increased 
visibility and an early season 


are crucial to the clandestine 
grower. Mao instructs, 
“Guerrilla operations are best 
carried out under cover of 
night.” Here is a key point. It is 
not enough to put distance 
| between one’s self and one’s 
crop; one must not be observed 
tending a crop, or traveling to 
it. 

With only very few exceptions 
it was my own practice to visit 
| my crop at dawn (leaving home 
while it was quite dark); or 
before dusk (in which case I 
would return home after dark). 
| In both cases my wife would 
| drop me off at the nearest 
paved access to my garden and 
I would walk in about three- 
quarters of a mile. There were 
two roads I could enter from 
and | used both, varying routes 
irregularly to avoid establishing 
apattern. 

You don't have to be an Indian 
| tracker to learn how to walk a 
trail without leaving footprints. 
If one is careful not to leave 
tracks of his own it becomes 
quite easy to tell if others have 
been in the area and thus 
impossible to be surprised by 
| waiting authorities surveilling 
one’s plot. Similar care must be 
observed in disposing of 
cigarette stubs, gum wrappers, 
and material from garden 
product packaging.

Since We are native Germans, we set out by plane from 
Germany via Syria and Saudi Arabia (this was the

espe available flight) to Nexen. Upon arrival we 
were stunned by an immense heat wave, with daytime 
highs of 115 degrees and more, At night the temperature 
“fell” to 105 degrees. Nevertheless we went on various 
excursions, to Agra to see the famous Red Fort and Taj 
Mahal, and we took in the sights of New and Old Delhi, 
which are huge cities covered with smog, dust, and desert 
sunshine. Being hardcore travelers we smuggled Some 
hashish from Germany to India to help us over the first 
few “dry” days until we could find somebody trustworthy 
enough to supply us with the local product, 

In Delhi one travels in tiny three-wheeled motor 
scooters and that’s probably the only seat where you are 
reasonably safe from the various hazards surrounding 
you. Holy cows roam through the streets, thousands of 


people try to st 
on two maneuvers: full throttle and blaring horn—a chaos 
one has to get used to. After a few days adjustment it’s 
possible to find openings in the crowd. Happily you 
proceed towards one of these openings in a living wave of 
people, only to be run over by the three-wheeled motor 
scooter that created the opening (through sheer brutality) 
in the first place. So it's wisest to seat yourself in those 
inexpensive taxis and let your mind be blown away by the 
daring feats performed by your driver. 

On the second day our driver asked us if we wanted to 
buy hashish. Of course we agreed happily and so we were 
taken to a taxi stand with Sikh drivers. Sikhs are easily 
recognized because they all wear turbans and never clip 
their beards. One of them approached us and took us for a 
ride in his taxi. While driving he gave us a large chunk of 
Afghani hashish which is usually smuggled from Pakistan 
to Punjab, a northern state of India with largely Sikh 
population. Of course we examined the hash 
professionally: we smelled it, tore a piece off and looked 
at the interior color, burned a little to look at the flame to 
determine the percentage of animal fat used as binding 
material, smelled the fumes and ate a piece to taste 
texture. Our driver naturally expected that as rich 


tourists—all tourists are considered rich—we would buy 
the whole chunk of 3.5 ounces at a great bargain. We 
haggled back and forth and finally bought a small piece of 
maybe half an ounce. 

Back at our lodging place we smoked some and found 
out it was outstandingly lousy. It tasted good, smelled 
good, burned good but did not make you stoned one bit! 
What happens with a lot of hashish in India is that big 
dealers take it and cook it with a solvent so that all 
intoxicating material is washed out and then sold as hash 
oil. This oil can be smuggled easier than the bulky hash. 
The remaining hash looks and smells like the real thing 
but you can smoke a pound and still feel nothing. So our 
first buy was not too big a su One should not buy in 
abig city—only dumb tourists do. 

The immense brain-scalding heat forced us to travel 
farther north, out of the big desert wasteland which 
constitutes the middle part of India. We decided to move 
onto Kashmir in the mountains where the climate is 
always moderate. By bus we traveled for two full days 
from Delhi through disgusting heat and bumpy roads, 
sometimes stopping for hours to let a military convoy 
pass. The Pakistani border and guerrilla activities were 
always close. Near Amritsar, home of the Golden Temple, 


the holy sanctuary of the Sikh religion, military convoys 
were everywhere. The bus was stopped, and everybody got 
out and was searched, including the luggage. Finally the 
journey continued until the next military stop. Even 
though the military searches are for weapons, it’s best to 
conceal drugs as well, otherwise your stay in India might 
be unexpectedly lengthy. 

The next day the military raided the Golden Temple in 
Amritsar, killing about 175 people and destroying large 
parts of the sanctuary. The only road through the 
mountains to Kashmir was closed for weeks and our bus 
was one of the last to pass through this military siege. 

Normally, in summertime, Kashmir is full of rich 
Indians escaping from the heat, but due to the closed road 
we were virtually alone. While in Srinagar, the capital of 
Kashmir, which is nestled ina valley surrounded by 
mountains, we lived on one of the world-famous house- 
boats which are breathtakingly beautiful. Srinagar, also 
called the Venice of the East, is encircled by lakes and 
waterwa more populated than India, and the chief 
religion 

The owner of our houseboat, one of the nicest persons 
we ever met, was helpful in many ways. The first day he 
appeared on the sunroof of the houseboat and informed

nt wanted to sell part of his crop of 
hashish. Very fresh, very good, very cheap. We agreed and 
gave him money. Minutes later he appeared again with 
about three ounces of Kashmiri hash. Kashmiri hash is 
handpressed into large round balls and usually contains 
animal fat as binding material. It usually crumbles into 
little pieces when heated and flaked. In comparison 
Afghani hash is flatpressed by a mechanical press and 
usually not thicker than inches. Its interior is green and 
evenly textured, very smooth. When heated and crumbled 
it flakes like oily powder sticking together. 

Our new buy was of high quality, the quantity more than 
ample, but we didn’t mind due to its extremely low price. 
We had an unforgettable time on this houseboat before 
leaving for the northern mountain region. 

While staying in the mountains of Kashmir, we acquired 
various samples of hashish, around seven different 
varieties, which were all extremely cheap and of excellent 
quality. In the mountain regions where people are very 
poor, hashish is best exchanged against western goods. 
You can exchange an ounce of hash against three used 
shirts. 

We stayed ina little mountain village with local people 
where we were introduced to a Kashmiri specialty— 
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Two Hash Harvesters relax after their day’s work. The chillum (straight pipe) is the traditional way to smoke 


hashish. Photo taken near Manali, north India. 


Saltee. Saltee is a beverage—if you dare to call it that— 
which is made of tea, little milk and lots of salt. The 
village people were all crazy about it, but we were both 
unable to drink it. Of course we tried hard not to offend 
our hosts, but we just couldn't force ourselves to drink 
more than one sip. We stayed for a few days and trekked a 
little, but not too much because we were so stoned and 
the mountains were extremely steep. 

Further journey brought us to Ladakh which is one of 
the most remote regions left on earth. Ladakh lies on the 
northern side of the Himalayan range surrounded by 
some of the highest peaks on earth, some over 26,000 feet. 
It can be visited only three months of the year, during high 
summer when the passes are ice and snow free. There are 
about 16 minor passes and three major ones to negotiate, 
the highest being about 13,000 feet. Its cli e is totally 
arid, a desert land, due to the fact that all water flow 
south and no rain clouds cross the vast Himalaya range. 
The journey from Srinagar to Leh, the capital of Ladakh, 
takes two days. The bus speeds along unpaved mountain 
roads at speeds never exceeding 20 miles an hour. Due to 
the height and steepness of the road, the vehicle operates 
only in first and second gear. For two days you go deaf, 
starve, are thirsty, and your butt gets tremendously sor 

Ladakh is incredibly beautiful and mystifying, in a 
world of its own. Priests called monks to prayer with a 
musical instrument made from a human thigh bone, and 
thousand year old monasteries stood high on mountain 
tops, surrounded by eternal snowpeaked mountains. We 
stayed around Leh for two weeks and visited many 
remote and ancient monasteries, the walls of which were 
painted with large murals depicting man-eating, blood- 


drinking and skull-crushing gods. In the prayer rooms, 
beheaded goats hung under the ceiling to frighten 
demons. (They also tend to frighten visitors and keep 
them out as well.) 

Ladakh is remote in its spirit as well as in its setting—in 
one monastery we saw a lamp made from a human skull. 
There was another outstanding feature—the Ladakhi 
restroom: a hole in the floor with a pile of sand in place of 
toilet paper. 

Water and food were scarce and we grew steadily 
weaker from constant diarrhea. We left Ladakh after two 
extremely rewarding, but stressful weeks, and went to 
Manali, known to many insiders as THE spot to obtain the 
best hashish in the world. 

We stayed with a family in a village half a mile north of 
town and slept in their only room while they slept outside 
in front of the door. This was their idea of hospitality! 
Manali lies on the southern side of the Himalayas and is 
tropically humid and sunny. Its mountainous slope 
said to produce the best cannabis. Cannabis gro’ 
along the streets, in the villages...everywhere. The 
youngest son of the family we were staying with took us 
to a harvest and showed us how hash was made: They 
took a plant between their hands and rubbed it, then went 
on to the next and did the same until their hands were 
covered with sticky dark green oil. They rubbed off the oil 
and formed little lumps. Many little lumps made bigger 
lumps until they had a nice big chunk of black oily 
hashish, India and Kashmir produce only black hash, red 
hash comes from Lebanon and green hash from Turkey or 
Morocco. 

You can smoke hash either pure or (as we prefer) heat 


are 
wild 


it up, flake it, mix it with tobacco and smoke it ina 
chillum (straight pipe) or huka (water pipe). 

We stayed in Manali and nearby Vashist for some time, 
to recuperate from our travels and the privations of 
Kashmir and Ladakh. Vashist has holy springs (108, 
degrees) which are great for bathing and its lush 
mountain setting and atmosphere are mind-blowing. We 
smoked a lot with the locals. There was one guy in 
particular who ationed” there. He was a Sherpa and 
usually worked as a carrier near Mt. Everest. He could 
inhale so much hash smoke that when he exhaled you 
couldn't see him anymore, in fact you couldn't see 
anybody—only white smoke. Then he coughed for five 
minutes and took another toke. The locals smoke with 
such intensity and dedication that sitting beside and 
watching them smoke is half the fun. 

When the monsoon started coming, we decided to flee 
by traveling all the way to the southern tip of India. 
Traveling by bus (hard benches, crowded and slow) and 
train (you do it once and never again), we covered 2500 
miles. 

Our first stop was Goa. We were very dis 
because it was raining constantly and the beaches were 
narrow and yellow, but the food was good and cheap. The 
only drugs in Goa are booze, which is extremely cheap at 
$2 a bottle, and heroin, which is even cheaper at 80 cents 
per gram (which explained the many sick looking 
Europeans). The heroin devastates Goa and is a big 
problem. It is said to be smuggled in to undermine India 
and prepare a takeover (by whom is still in dispute). 

This scene was too heavy for us, too many hopeles: 
people, too much rain, so we decided to continue our w: 
south. In the desert state of Rajasthan, once stronghold of 
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the Maharajahs, we visited many ancient sites. In Jaipur 
we stayed at the famous Rambagh Palace, a former 
Maharajah’s residence. Here we finally found the leisure 
to try some opium we obtained in Kashmir. We tried it 
rious times and although it seemed to be good 
material—red, sticky and extremely oily—and we 
ingested a large enough quantity, we never liked it. The 
hash oil we tried met with the same result. 

The biggest drawback with both substances is that they 
are barely flammable. It is always extremely messy 
are a mixture, or to form little balls for pure smoking. 
toned to begin with and then start messing, 
with these extremely sticky, oily substances, you end up 
with tobacco glued all over your body. It can take hours to 
struggle free of their oily grip. This can be rather 
annoying, especially if all the people around you get 
stoned. It seemed that only me and my wife felt absolutely 
nothing. After those incidents we didn’t try either opium 
or hash oil anymore. Maybe we are immune to opium, but 
surely we are not immune to hashish! 

From the Maharajah Empire we moved farther south, 
stopping in many beautiful and holy places, to ultimately 
reach southern India. Kovalam, the southernmost tip of 
India, has beautiful beaches and a world-famous variety 
of marijuana. The weather was not great because of the 
rainy season and the marijuana we smoked was not 
comparable with that available in the US. So we were 
disappointed and our mood sank. Bad weather, the dope 
didn’t make us stoned, diarrhea for two months—it 
stank! 

As we walked on the beach under a cloudy sky we were 
approached by a local dealer. He said he had everything

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we had dreamed of. We told him that his famous dope was 
a pile of shit and not worth smoking. He looked at us in 
disbelief and asked us why we would smoke grass when 
this was the place where they make the best hashish in 
the world. We told him that we thought there was only 
grass and no hash at all. As he heard this, pity overcame 
him and he volunteered to correct our misguided beliefs. 
It turned out he had a brother who owned fields not far 
away and that just recently the crop had been brought in. 
We smoked some of the new harvest and I can honestly 
say that it was the best hashish we had ever smoked in 
our lives (and me and my wife have smoked a lot!). 
Fortunately he had still about 6.5 pounds left so we 
became good friends and our despair turned to joy. 

We traveled on to Sri Lanka but returned three weeks 
later on our way home to buy two pounds of his goods 
and imported them into Germany to the enjoyment and 
utter disbelief of our close friends. They also agreed that 
it was by far the best there can be. It was also cheap at 
about 10 cents per gram or $3 per ounce. In our opinion 
Kovalam is the absolute culmination of a hashish lover's 
dream: palm-fringed beaches, dirt-cheap dope and 
accommodations, and very friendly people. 

From Kovalam we journeyed still farther south to the 
tropical island of Sri Lanka (Ceylon). We stayed for a 
couple of days in surfer’s paradise, a village called 
Arugam. Here we met the mushroom people, German 
twin brothers who now live in South India and supply 


first-class psilocybe mushrooms to friends. 

The mushrooms were very good, especially when 
combined with south Indian hashish. Sri Lanka has much 
to offer to the traveler, but no pot of note, unfortunately. It 
has a tremendously rich cultural heritage, however, and is 
famous for its feasts. We were just in time for the two 
most significant events of the year. The biggest and most 
fascinating feast of all, called the Esala Perahera, is held 
in the city of Candy and consists of a huge parade of over 
100 elephants. Each year the biggest elephants are chosen 
for the most holy ceremony of carrying the holy tooth of 
Buddha through the city. Half the population gathers 
along the streets to see the illuminated elephants parade 
with dancers and musicians. On the back of the largest 
elephant—who has carried the tooth for 54 years—is the 
shrine of the holy tooth, the most holy relic of Sri Lanka. 

The other feast we witnessed was much smaller, but 
even more exciting. It was the feast for the warrior-god 
Kataragama, where people dance themselves into a trance 
and then pierce themselves with silver spears. The mor 
spears you have in your body the better. Later a huge fire 
ighted and in the middle of the night when only red-hot 
charcoal is left, the holy men, sages, and participants of 
the feast walk slowly about 15 yards over the angrily 
glowing charcoal. Unbelievable vibes were coming from 
the people, many of whom were tripping. The atmosphere 
nearly blew us away. This feast still lives strongly and 
vividly in our minds—the monotonous drums, the chants 
and the whirling people were hypnotic and carried us 
back in time to rituals long forgotten. Sri Lanka is a place 
where primitive people still live the ancient s. It was 
hard for us to leave and go back to Germany. @

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Here is a picture of my first indoor crop. 
I germinated 28 plants, each in a 5-gallon 
bucket. Sixteen females survived numer- 
ous problems to grow into giants. 

First they were attacked by green cat- 
erpillars, then they were burned from 
overfertilizing. Trouble with my timer 
seven weeks into flowering caused them 
to slip back into vegetative growth. When 
1 got that straight, they became infected 
with spider mites. Safer soap controlled, 
but never eliminated, the parasites. 

It took 19 weeks from germination to 
harvest, 8 weeks of vegetative growth 
and 11 weeks of flowering. The plants are 
5 to 6’ tall and weakened from the mites. 
Still, | ended up with 15% ounces of 
stony, sticky dried bud. 

| have started my second crop, 48 
plants in 2-gallon pots, and am paying 
more attention to prevention of problems. 
| grew vegetatively for only five weeks 
this time. It's been four weeks since the 
12-hour cycle began. So far my only prob- 
lem is space for 28 female plants in a 
4' x10’ space. | started the plants under 
vegetative when they were 14” to 18” tall, 
hoping for a 24” mature plant. No way. 
The plants are much too large. Maybe 
start them flowering at four weeks.

Enclosed is a photo of my first attempt at 
indoor growing. The room is 4’x4’ and fin- 
ished with flat white paint. The plants 
were grown in classic 400 pots for two 
months. They were fertilized with Peter's 
20-20-20 before being switched to Pe- 
ter’s 9-45-15 for another two months. 

The lighting consists of a 400 watt 
HPS and a 400 watt MH. | inject CO*. | 
used a 140 CFM (cubic feet per minute) 
‘squirrel-cage fan and a 12” oscillating fan 
to vent the room without much heat build- 
up. 

As | said, | was new to indoor garden- 
ing and I made a few mistakes: 

1, No matter how many of your bud- 


dies want to see your little closet, do not 
turn the lights on while the plants are in 
their night period. | did, and while not re- 
ally hurting the indicas, it really caused 
the sativas to run and fill out loosely. If it 
hadn't been for this one little screw-up, | 
believe | could have almost doubled my 
harvest of 17/2 ounces. 

2. Do not use CO? while the lights are 
off because the plants do not use it then 
and actually emit a smaller amount of ox- 
ygen during the lights-off period.

It all started four short months ago. 123 
seeds were germinated in a Sensa-Soak 
and planted in 12-ounce plastic beer 
CUPS. 

The plants were sexed after 4 weeks 
of 12-hour days/nights, provided by two 
400 watt MH lights (one horizontal, one 
vertical), | obtained 68 females, which | 
transplanted into 2-liter bottles. | kept 40 
of these.

DB: So, we started a new coalition called 
the Coalition for 100% Drug Reform.

No. Cannabis is the only plant which 
produces THC, the stuff which gets 
you high. Other plants produce chemi- 
cals which get you high, but none of 
these substances affects your brain in 
the same way as THC. It seems that 
THC attaches to receptor sites in the 
brain that no other euphoriant is at- 
tracted to.

If a female plant is pollinated by a her- 
maphrodite, will the resulting seeds have 
hermaphroditic tendencies?

It depends whether the hermaphro- 
ditism was caused by environmental 
stress or by genetics. Genetic her- 
maphrodites pass on the tendencies.

Dear Ed, 

How do you collect and store pollen? 
—Madonna

Cannabis is a wind-pollinated plant. 
This means that the particles of pollen 
are airborne and fertilize any female 
flowers they contact. Because this is 
literally a hit or miss proposition, the 
plant produces copious amounts of 
pollen. When the male flower opens 
the pollen drops out and is picked up 
by the slightest breeze. 

Indoors, the easiest way to collect 
pollens to take the male plant with un- 
opened flowers and lie it on its side, so 
that the pollen does not have far to 
drop and is less likely to drift in the air. 
Outdoors, a white paper bag can be 
tied around the immature flowers. 
When they open, the pollen drops into 
the bag. 

Once the pollen is collected, it can 
be stored for several weeks in the ve- 
getable cooler section of the refrigera- 
tor. It should be stored in an airtight 
container with an air dehumiditying 
gel. For longer storage, the pollen can 
be frozen with some loss of potency 
(some of the pollen dies). 

To pollinate a plant, paint the female 
flowers with pollen using a watercolor 
paint brush. If there is a limited 
amount of pollen, it can be extended 
with flour at the ratio of 1-10. 


This plant took 51 days from rooted clone to harvest.

If | placed three honeybees in my in- 
door garden, will it help my plants flower 
better?

No. Cannabis is wind-pollinated and 
the bees are not attracted to the plant. 
Furthermore, for sinsemilla the plants 
should remain unpollinated.

At germination a plant can be given 
long dark periods (12 hours a day) and 
it will start to flower. Pollen should be 
ready within five weeks.

‘Can pruning a plant alter its sex?

No. But it can induce the plant to her- 
maphroditism because of stress. Usu- 
ally this means that the plant will 
remain female but produce a few male 
flowers. These flowers will contain 
only chromosomes for female plants.

Stuff a nylon stocking 
with some hair-clippings and tie it. Sprin- 
kle with a little bit of perfume, you don't 
need alot.

‘Cold weather and frosts can certainly 
change the color and taste of buds, 
but I do not think that potency is dra- 
matically affected. Even a slight frost 
will temporarily damage some of the 
plant tissues and slow growth, which 
might lower the potency, not increase 
it.

In your book, Marijuana Growers 
Handbook, you state on page 111: “Gar- 
deners using natural light either as a pri- 
mary or secondary source must take the 
seasons into account.” Then you state, 
“Growers using natural light are not re- 
stricted to one season.” Aren't these sen- 
teness contradictory?

We know that the length of the dark 
period affects the reproductive cycle 
of the plant. As the period of uninter- 
rupted darkness increases, the plant 
is more likely to flower. The length of 
the light period changes with the sea- 
sons. To regulate flowering, one must 
take the seasons into account and 
control the number of hours of light 
that the plants receive. 


Dear Ed, 

We growers in southern Indiana some- 
times have a problem with mold. A mil- 
dew-like substance sometimes attacks 
our plants in humid weather. How can this 
be prevented?

Mold and fungus can be very difticult 
to control. The spores are everywhere 
and given the proper conditions 
molds and mildews appear overnight. 
Most of these microscopic plants pre- 
fer moisture, a slightly acid condition 
and a fairly specific temperature 
range. There are a number of fungi- 
cides available; unfortunately, most of 
them are fairly dangerous. However, 
recently, some safe fungicides have 
appeared on the market. One, under 
the brand name Safer’s, has been rec- 
commended by several growers. You 
could also try spraying the plants with

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Like pictures through a looking-glass cracked, John 
Whitehead’s paintings are haunted visions from a 
shattered reality— a reality that has been juggled 

too long on high and has finally fallen, its jagged shards 
overlapping in a kaleidoscopic hypnotic heap of 
confusion. A lone wandering prophet who has roamed 
across the lost topographic and psychic landscapes of 
America, he is a scavenger of precious bits of meaning 
gathered from the scattered, casual array of misplaced 
identities in a universe of meaninglessness.

Do you dream of traveling to exotic locales, lying on the 
beach in a tropical paradise, or checking out the koalas 
down under? Does your salary keep these dreams from 
becoming more than that? If the prohibitive price of 
getting there is what’s keeping you from going, then get 
ready to make those sunshine daydreams a reality. If flying 
for half-price, or sometimes even free, to many popular 
destinations sounds good to you, you should check out 
courier class travel. For example, roundtrip NY/Hong 
Kong costs only $450—which is significantly less than 
half the regular fare!!! 

Actually, the term “courier class” is misleading— 
couriers usually fly coach or business class and they 
receive the same service that passengers who pay full 
price do, once they’re on the plane. There is even a 
company that lets you fly on the Concorde as a courier for 
only $800 roundtrip to London—the people sitting next to 
you on that flight will probably have paid up to $2,500 and 
you should not apprise them of the fact that you've paid 
less than half of that, if you want to make friends with the 
rich suckers. The only difference between flying as a 
courier and flying on your own is that couriers are given a 
large discount on their ticket price for shepherding 
someone else’s shipment. 

Now that you know what the advantages of traveling as a 
courier are, how do you go about getting them? Well, there 
are many different courier companies offering different 
destinations, prices, and schemes of travel. And since 
courier travel has become extremely popular of late, you 
have to really check around to make sure you are actually 
getting a bargain. 

In New York, the biggest and best known agency for 
flying as a courier is Now Voyager. Founded four years ago 
by Julie Weinberg, Now Voyager is an agency, not a 
shipping or courier company itself. Agencies link up 
courier companies, who don’t want to spend their own time 
screening people to travel for them, with those who want to 
go somewhere. Now Voyager has a registration fee of $45 
which allows you to take an unlimited number of flights for 
them until a year from your registration date. If you are 
going to be traveling a lot, or to somewhere which is 
usually expensive like Australia or Hong Kong, this is 
worthwhile, otherwise, be sure to take it into account as 
part of the one-time travel cost. There are courier 
companies who hire directly (without using agencies) and 
if they offer your destination, this may be cheaper than 
Now Voyager for one-time travel. 

Once you have decided where you want to go, call the 
courier agencies and companies that offer your departure 
point and destination and find which one has the best 
price. 

Take a look at p. 82 for some courier companies and 
the destinations and places they serve. The prices 
listed here are approximate so make sure you call for 
updates. Also, since courier flights are so popular now, 
you must reserve at least two months in advance. If you are 
really flexible about where you want to go and when you 
can leave, you can get some really good deals with 
emergency courier business; this allows you to fly right 
away without the two month wait. Now Voyager is the only 
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one in New York that offers this service, but if you can 
leave the next day and are already registered with them 
you can sometimes fly for free or next to nothing. Just 
check their recording in the afternoon and they'll tell you 
what to do from there. If you can find no courier 
companies or agencies that serve your city, check your 
yellow pages under “Air Courier Services” and ask if they 
hire freelance couriers. If you still strike out, or if you just 
want more information, Kenneth Clarke periodically offers 
courses around the country at Discovery Center locations 
For a cassette of his courier travel course and a fact sheet 
with a very complete listing of courier companies and 
agencies and their destinations and prices send $16 to 

P.O. Box 2325 NY, NY 10108. He also prints a monthly 
newsletter called “Travel Secrets” which offers information 
updates and other hints and tips for stretching your travel 
budget. It costs $30 for a year’s subscription and you can 
get it from the same address. Julie Weinberg, the founder 
of Now Voyager, also offers courses on cheap travel at the 
Learning Annex in New York City. 

‘As you can see from the chart, prices for courier travel 
are sometimes incredibly low, so low, you may wonder 
what the catch is. There are several disadvantages to 
flying as a courier, but most people have no trouble 
adapting to them in exchange for the chance to save so 
much money, or, for many, the chance to afford travel at 
all. First, since the courier company is paying for you to 
fly with their shipment, that shipment is taking the place 
of your luggage; thus, you are only permitted one carry-on 
bag. You'll probably be thankful for this once it comes to 
getting around in your new destination—most people 
overpack tremendously and curse themselves for it when 
they’re stuck lugging around a huge bag of things they 
don’t use at all. But if there is something you can’t live 
without, and that you can’t get to fit in carry-on luggage, 
you can usually either pay extra at the airport, or they 
might even let you get away with it for free. If you want to 
bring extra luggage, you should call the courier company 
you are working with the day before the flight and ask 
them; usually it will be no problem. 

When you fly as a courier, you are not given an actual 
ticket—you are responsible, however, for getting whatever 
passports or visas you need to fly internationally and for 
purposes of getting these fast, you normally need to show 
the passport or visa office an airline ticket. In this case, 
your receipt and contract for the courier flight is an 
adequate substitute. 

The contract will tell you the specifics and requirements 
for the actual flight. They tell you that you are not allowed 
to drink, but no one will check on this, (unless you get too 
drunk to find the person who is picking up the shipment on 
the other end). It will also probably tell you how to dress for 
your particular flight, where to meet your contact, and all 
the other things you need to know to get the job done. 

If you are small and worried about carrying heavy 
luggage, lay your fears to rest. In most cases, you never 
touch the shipment you are responsible for. When you 
check in at the airport and meet the shipping company 
representative you are given a manifest pouch, which tells

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TRIALS 
OF 
LE NNT 
BRUCE

The death of persecuted jazz comedian 
Lenny Bruce from a heroin overdose in 
August 1966 not only ended the career of 
one of America's greatest satiric minds, it 
also added a pathetic footnote to the life 
of one of the most revered figures of 60s 
counterculture. Lenny has been immor- 
talized in song by Simon and Garfunkel 
(‘7 O'Clock News/Silent Night”), Nico 
(“Eulogy to Lenny Bruce”), Grace Slick 
(‘Father Bruce”), Bob Dylan (“Lenny 
Bruce"), and, more recently, REM (“It’s 
the End of the World As We Know It [and I 
Feel Fine]”); he’s one of the many faces 
on the cover of The Beatles Sgt. Pepper 
album (fourth from the left, top row); and 
he was even the inspiration for Corporal 
Klinger on the TV series M*A*S*H" (in his 
autobiography Bruce claimed to have 
gotten a discharge from the Navy for 
dressing up as a WAVE). 

Unfortunately, Bruce is remembered 
more for the narcotics and obscenity 
busts that cost him his savings, his sani 
and eventually his life, than as one of the 
most influential and groundbreaking co- 


medians to come out of the late ‘50s and 
early '60s (a scene which included Jon: 
than Winters and Mort Sahl). Lenny we 


sharp and convincing semantic magician 
who could persuade audiences that ciga- 
rettes, not marijuana, should be illegal be- 
cause cigarettes cause cancer. 

Some people believe Lenny was tar- 
geted for arrest by vicious “good Catho- 
lic" cops who were morally outraged by 
his attacks on the hypocrisies of the Cath- 
olic Church (even though his observa 
tions were pointed at religion in general); 
this is true in part, but he wasn't just a 
victim of some Vatican vendetta—he got 
busted at the Troubadour Club in West 
Hollywood by a Jewish police officer 
who understood the Yiddish curses 
Lenny mixed in with his hipster jazz 
slang, saying at the resulting trial that 
Lenny was “obscene in English, dirty in 
Yiddish, and disgusting in both.” Other 
people think the heat got turned on Lenny 
after a party in Philadelphia to which he 
had been invited to fulfill the celebrity 
quota. Lenny made his feelings known 
about this social charade by doing the 
only thing an infamous “sick comic” 
could do: he pissed on the carpet. And 
then he got busted. 

His first bust, for narcotics possession 
in Philadelphia in 1961, made news not 
just for the arrest of the comic called “the 
sickest of them all” by no less an author- 
ity on sickness than Time magazine, but 
also because Lenny stood on the steps of 
the courthouse and told a TV news team 
that the presiding judge offered to acquit 
him for the small sum of $10,000 (dis- 
counted to $3,500 when Bruce refused to 
pay). His lawyer warned him that he 
would be asking for trouble from cops 
around the country if he didn’t pay the 
bribe, but Lenny had faith in the criminal 
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Jazz comedian Lenny Bruce in 1960. 


justice system, and thought he shouldn't 
pay protection. 

Sure as shit, five days later Lenny got 
popped after a show at the Jazz Workshop 
in San Francisco for violating Section 
311.6 of the California Penal Code—use 
of an obscene song, ballad, or other 
words in a public place. It seems hard to 
believe in these days of Eddie Murphy 
and Sam Kinison, but he was arrested for 
saying “cocksuckers,” “come,” and refer- 
ring to a guy's dick as “it” (and, as the 
prosecutor noted at the trial, we all know 
what “it” means!) 

By arguing that, in context, Lenny’s 
words were not obscene or intended to 
arouse prurient interest in the average 
adult (that hearing the word “cock- 
sucker” would make someone go out and 
doit), he was found not guilty in San Fran- 
cisco; it was his first bust for obscenity, 
but it wouldn’t be his last. For a guy 
whose only crime was being smart 
enough to know the truth and stupid 
enough to tell it, he managed to rack up 
quite a rap sheet. He was busted for ob- 
scenity in Los Angeles, Chicago, and New 
York City; he was busted for narcotics in 
Los Angeles (seven times in two years!), 
Miami, and Philadelphia; and he was di 
ported from England and Australia to 
protect “the public interest.” Negative 


publicity from the busts, and subsequent 
convictions in Chicago and New York 
City, made it impossible for Lenny to get 
work—club owners who were more than 
willing to book him after his first few ar- 
rests became afraid a bust would cost 
them their liquor license, since club own- 
ers were also taken into custody and 
booked for presenting Bruce's lewd per- 
formances. By the end of his life, Lenny 
could only get bookings in San Francisco, 
and he was so broke (financially and spir- 
itually) that he was supported by various 
benefactors, including teenage mil- 
lionaire/record producer Phil Spector, 
who couldn't stand to see what the police 
were doing to him. 

Lenny’s humor was politely called “ir- 
reverent” in its time. He dealt with topics 
most comics wouldn't touch: the discov- 
ery that sniffing airplane glue would get 
you high (a bit which was performed on 
national TV!), organized religion as big 
business (“For the first time in 12 years 
Catholicism is up nine points, Judaism's 
up 15, and the big P, the Pentecostals are 
finally starting to move....”); by the end, 
though, Lenny was so obsessed with his 
trials that he spent the few shows he did 
manage to get reading from transcripts 
and performing the bits he got arrested 
for; the various judges hearing Lenny’s 
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cases refused to let him perform for the 
court, relying instead on the arresting of- 
ficers’ bad interpretations and inaccurate 
transcriptions of his act. 

‘This stage of Lenny's career was docu- 
mented in John Magnuson’s “Lenny 
Bruce” (1965), a.k.a. “The Lenny Bruce 
Performance Film,” an hour-long record 
of his next-to-last nightclub performance, 
at the Basin Street West in San Francisco. 
It was meant to be shown in court in lieu 
of Lenny’s testimony (but was never ad- 
mitted as evidence), and is currently 
available on videocassette, along with a 
cartoon called “Thank You, Mask Man,” 
in which we find the real reason The Lone 
Ranger chose Tonto as his sidekick (“Oh, 
the masked man’s a fag! AAAAGGHH!"). 
“Lenny Bruce” occasionally plays in re- 
vival houses, as does a film Lenny made in 
1956 entitled “Dance Hall Racket,” a 
cheesy, low-budget saga of a dance hall 
which doubles as a front for a gang of 
mobsters. Lenny stars with his wife, 
Honey Harlowe, and his mother, Sally 
Marr, who has a laughable scene dancing 
the Charleston. 

Lenny has also been the subject of 
several video projects. Fred Baker's 
“Lenny Bruce Without Tears” (1973), a 
documentary originally made for public 
television, was shelved due to its “contro- 
versial nature” but makes rare appear- 
ances on cable TV and revival houses. 
Too bad—this is the best film document 
about Lenny. It features early TV appear- 
ances (including “Airplane Glue” from 
the ever-hip Steve Allen’s Sunday Night 
Comedy Show, a clip from Lenny’s failed 
‘TV pilot, and an interview for Canadian 
television station CBC-TV, conducted by 
noted scribe and Bruce supporter Nat 
Hentoff shortly before Lenny's death. 
Overweight, his skin broken out from a 
diet of candy bars and Coke, Lenny’s 
sharp wit and_stream-of-consciousness 
hustle are totally gone; at some points he 
can barely string thoughts together to 
form a coherent sentence. “Lenny Bruce 
Without Tears” brilliantly captures its 
subject with intelligence and compas. 
sion. Although it's not commercially 
available on videocassette, bootleg cop- 
s are floating around, if you can find 
on 

“Lenny” (1974), Bob Fosse’s film based 
on the play of the same name, is most peo- 
ple’s frame of reference into the life and 
times of Lenny Bruce. Dustin Hoffman's 
portrayal of Lenny is as spirited and com- 
plex as any he has ever done, and Valerie 
Perrine is funny and sad as Lenny’s wife, 
Honey Harlowe. Despite some biographi- 
cal inconsistencies, “Lenny” is a good, if 
somewhat histrionic, film which can be 
difficult to watch as you realize what the 
powers that be were doing to him 

For those truly hooked on Lenny 
Bruce, there is the masturbatory master- 
piece “A Toast to Lenny” (1987), a video 
release of a 1982 HBO special hosted by 
the omnipresent Steve Allen at the 
Troubadour Club, where Lenny was

busted in 1962. Comedians Jackie Gayle, 
George Kirby, and Mort Sahl share mem: 
ries of Lenny and perform bits in which 
he is the punch line (along the lines of 
“Lenny walked into a psychiatrist's of- 
fice ...”). While some of the performances 
are a riot, for the most part the interest in 
this tape lies in the all-too-short inter- 
views with Honey Harlowe, Lenny’s 
daughter Kitty, Hugh Hefner, Bill Cosby, 
and George Carlin (who talks about get- 
ting arrested on a drunk and disorderly 
charge when Lenny was busted at the 
sate of Horn in Chicago in 1962). 

Aside from sex, religion, and politics, 
drug humor was a large part of Lenny’s 
act. A 1962 booklet designed as a program 
for Lenny’s live shows, called Stamp Help 
Out! The Pot Smokers, gives a pre-Cheech

and Chong look into the world of the “vi- 
per” (hipster slang for “pothead”), of- 
fering definitions of “a good count,” 
“manicuring,” and “getting busted” along 
with great pictures of Lenny mugging for 
the camera. 

Most copies of the booklet were des- 
troyed, however, as pressure against 
Bruce mounted. He realized it wouldn't 
be in his best interest to have his name on 
a document that treated marijuana smok- 


ing with a hip attitude which might be in- 
troduced into evidence at a narcotics 
trial. Only one copy exists. 

Lenny didn’t smoke pot, though; he 
found it “facilitates ideas and heightens 
sensations—and I've got enough shit fly- 
ing through my head without smoking 
pot.” Most of Lenny’s chemical diet came 
through a needle; but it wasn’t the busts 
or his heartbreaking marriage to lesbian- 
tendencied stripper/junkie Honey 
Harlowe that led Lenny to use the heroin 
that eventually killed him, He shot crystal 
meth, Dilaudid, smack, whatever he 
needed to get some kicks and give him a 
creative edge, sending his already fertile 
mind ricocheting like magnesium on wa- 
ter. But as times got tough, he retreated 
into the syringe looking for solace and in- 
sulation from a world that was fucking 
him over. 

On August 3rd, 1966, Lenny found a 
foreclosure notice in his mailbox. Thanks 
to the cops and judges who persecuted 
him and the lawyers who misrepresented 
him, Lenny had lost his livelihood, his life 
savings, and finally his house. There was 
nothing left. Whether Lenny’s death was a 
suicide or accidental overdose is purely 
conjecture—some of Lenny’s friends 
claim he was driven to cooking up a par- 
ticularly strong shot because he had said 
if he ever lost his house, he would have 
nothing to live for. Other people think 
Lenny loved life too much—even at the 
end, when he still had fantasies about 
clearing his name—to take his own life. 
But it doesn’t really matter. He was com- 
mitting a slow suicide, like every junkie 
does when he sticks a spike in his arm. 
What it boils down to is that Lenny was 
murdered, figuratively if not literally, by 
cops, judges, lawyers, and even the news- 
men who provided the public with the 
one truly obscene image of Lenny Bruce; 
his naked corpse lying in the doorway of 
his bathroom, where it had been dragged 
to give cameramen a better view. @

I'd like to compliment you on your reply 
to the individual who decided to rational- 
ize and minimize the fact that he informed 
on someone else in order to save his own 
skin. He seemed like he was proud and 
gloated over the fact. Just another step 
towards a totalitarian state is what he as- 
sisted us in obtaining. 

Itpisses me off so much because today 
| am awaiting trial on a pot trafficking 
charge in Florida. Not just your typical pot 
case, but rather a more innovative one 
called the “reverse sting,” where the po- 
lice, through the use of an informant, ac- 
tually create a crime, bust a person and 
seize their money and property. The po- 
lice use an informant pretending to be a 
pot dealer. 

| got tangled up in my friend's dirty 
laundry at his request, to jump onto a 
good deal, because it was bone dry for 
pot in June of '86. 

The individual who entrapped us has 
been busted repeatedly (11 times) by the 
DEA, the U.S. Marshall's Office, local 
Texas police departments and the Texas 
Department of Public Safety, for a multi- 
tude of pot and narcotics violations since 
1975, and is currently awaiting trial 
(which will never happen) on an orga- 
nized crime charge. 

In each case he was involved in, he 
turned around after being arrested and 
turned in his co-conspirators or friends 
and then went to work for the police for a 
while, then back to dealing and on and on, 
until I got sucked into a crime | never in- 
tended to commit in the State of Florida. 

Now the informant is making big bucks 
working for the government. He makes 
cases for them that they otherwise 
wouldn't have. He is a real asset to soci- 
ety, preying on others 

Shortly after our arrest, while we were 
still awaiting bail and trying to have family 
obtain a suitable attorney for us, the po- 
lice asked us to cooperate, to be their 
friends. 

The three of us stuck together and said 
“no.” We got a former state attorney 
(prosecutor) to defend us. | asked him 
what were our chances. He said, “Not 
good. It's 3 years mandatory.” That 
was in August '86. 

Months later, with still no progress in 
the case and no fair plea bargain to ac- 
cept and the trial date rapidly approach- 
ing in April '87, | again asked the former 
prosecutor “What now?” 


He said, “Well, you could cooperate, 
you know, give confidential information 
on friends at home, or bring people to 
Florida to get busted.’ 

I said, “No way.” Why should I set up 
friends at home? My home is my home 
and I'm not a low-life. My co-conspirators 
were lost in past charges and heavy co- 
caine usage, so | decided to get a new at- 
torney and separate myself from them. 

My new attorney is a defense lawyer 
and always has been. At any rate, here it 
is March of '88 and we have yet to go to 
trial because we're slugging it out. We've 
discovered a lot and we're trying to win on 
a precedent already set. We've got a mo- 
tions date soon. 

Ihave a wife and a six month old child, 
so the prospect of ail is frightening. Ihave 
never been convicted of anything, and | 
don't know how I'll support my family if | 
end up in jail. Plus I'll be 1000 miles from 
my home. All because of an informant 
creating crimes for the state 

But | will not rat my friends out! If | have 
to go to jail | will, but | will not fuck other 
people over, and anyone who refuses to 
accept responsibility for their actions and 
cooperates with the police is a fuckin’ 
piece of shit, who deserves to be castiga- 
ted by society. 

My horror story is just one of thousands 
that happen each day. I'm scared of the 
future, but you gotta fight it out. Otherwise 
your pride and honor is lost, forever, to 
the police state called “narcs.”

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the session emotionally intense. The 
two days remaining in the confer- 
ence allowed for follow-up discus 
sion and analysis. The people who 
took MDMA regarded the experience 
positively and felt the drug encour- 
aged self-insight. 

“Psychiatrists Joseph Downing, 
M.D., and Philip Wolfson, M.D., pre- 
sented results of an unpublished, re- 
cently completed toxicity study of 21 
human subjects, all of whom had 
taken MDMA in the past. Other than 
abrief and moderate rise in pulse 
and blood pressure, the researchers 
found no significant abnormalities 
before ingestion, or up to 24 hours 
afterward. 

“The reports on the benefits of 
MDMA, although anecdotal, were 
uniformly positive. In the discussion 
of MDMA's effects, the clinicians. 
felt it possessed a unique action that 
enhanced communication, especially 
in couples in therapy. The drug re- 
duced defen: and fear of 
emotional injury, with therapy facili- 
tating more direct expression of 
feelings... 

“Reports on facilitation of indi- 
vidual psychotherapy were also fa- 
vorable. Many subjects experienced 
the classic retrieval of lost traumatic 
memories, followed by the relief of 
emotional symptoms. Victims of 
child abuse and sexual attack ex- 
perienced the most dramatic bene- 
fits. Wolfson also reported having 
multiple MDMA sessions with psy- 
chotic individuals and their natal 
families, leading to improvements in 
the patient’s functioning and ego 
integration. 

“The group favored assigning 
MDMA to a lower Schedule, reserved 
for drugs with moderate-to-low 
abuse potential, thus allowing for 
prosecution for illicit trafficking and 
the continuation of ongoing studies 
of MDMA's therapeutic potential. In 
support of this position, it was 
pointed out that the Drug Abuse 
Warning Network ...had listed only 
eight emergency-room visits as a re- 
sult of MDMA and that since the 
drug's appearance in the 1970's, no 
deaths in conjunction with MDMA 
use had been established. The partic- 
ipants agreed that although MDMA 
was not a proven therapeutic agent, 
its supervised experimental use with 
full informed consent was medically 
acceptable and safe.” @ 
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all drug users. You can’t get people to 
stop hiding what theyre doing as long 
as it’s illegal, right? They're going to 
have to rescind this whole policy of 
bashing the users. Otherwise, they 
won't know where to target AIDS in- 
formation. 

Now let's look at it another way. We 
all know that the proportion of IV 
drug users among the drug using pop- 
ulation as a whole is pretty small. 
You're talking about a million or so out 
of maybe 40 million people who use 
different kinds of illegal substances. 
HT: No one knows how many people 
take illegal drugs—it could be higher. 
DB: There are probably more IV coke 
users than IV heroin users. We all know 
some people who smoke, and a few 
who snort coke, right? Within those 
clusters of people who snort coke there 
are some who freebase or smoke 
crack—and a few of those people get so 
strung out they start shooting, 
because that's an even more efficient 
way to use coke, right? 

‘So what we have to worry about as 
drug users is the small core of IV coke 
users who could be passing AIDS. The 
thing about AIDS is that it's NOT a 
“homosexual disease.” 

HT: Not anymore. 

DB: So there's a real problem if people 
say, “Well, I'm heterosexual. The 
AIDS thing probably won't affect me 
and my girlfriend.” But if their girl- 
friend is screwing around with a guy 
who shoots coke, even if the girlfriend 
doesn’t do coke, the guy can get AIDS 
from the girlfriend who slept with the 
1V coke user who caught AIDS with a 
needle. 

kT: Okay, so the Safe Drugs Move- 
ment will reach antiwar people and 
gays. What about the third group? 

DB: The black community. Because 
people from the black and Puerto 
Rican communities here in New York 
know the difference between what pot 
does to people and what cocaine and 
heroin do to people. The problem is 

h the established leadership and 
with the Islamics. The Islamics are 
part of the black coalition and, want 
alcohol prohibition. They look at mari- 
juana legalization as a step 
backwards. 

We've been looking for evidence that 
Jesse Jackson and those guys would 
budge, and there has been some.

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likely—“all terrain’ —type 
motorcycles are the preferred 
mode of transport. Local law 
enforcement types are 
especially indolent in this 
regard. Also, nearly all natives 
of the area have a fear of 
snakebite that borders on 
pathological, although 
venomous snakes are actually 
extremely rare locally. 

These facts gave me an 
enormous advantage. I could 
hear intruders approaching my 
plants or myself en route to my 
garden by the sound of their 
vehicles. Only after the upland 
game-bird hunting season had 
opened in late October did I 
have to worry about. 
encountering visitors on foot. 
By then I had harvested all but. 
the very last of my crop 
anyhow. 

Familiarity with local 
vehicular traffic patterns, 
school bus schedules, and when 
my neighbors left for work or 
returned home enabled me to 
avoid most encounters on the 
paved roads walking home 
from my garden chores. During 
the hottest part of the summer I 
normally watered every day 
and never, to my knowledge, 
was observed en route to, or 
from, my garden. 

Other considerations are too 
obvious to get much into but 
include judicious use of 
camouflage clothing. In normal 
circumstances | avoided being 
seen in cammies, though I never 
went out to the fields without 
wearing them. Thus, a neighbor 
could not recognize me by my 
outfit. 

Early in the season, when 
moving transplants to the 
fields, for example, it is 
sometimes useful to make an 
exception to the “no-vehicles” 
rule. This can be done 
successfully if great care is 
used. My own method of moving 
bread racks of gro-bags to 
transplant sites employed a 
pickup truck with a cane fishing 
pole sticking out of the bed. I 
used this method only between 
ten and noon on Sundays and 


| then only once or twice each 
season. The religious 
proclivities of the community 
were such that great safety was 
afforded me. The entire 
populace was at the local 
church. 

The guerrilla mentality 
should extend to selecting 
materials for one’s plot. I tried 
to use only well-rusted chicken 
wire for plant enclosures. Not 
only is this material cheaper— 
at flea markets and yard sales, 
or frequently free, from derelict 
coops—it is far less visible in the 
wild. For the same reason older 
wire bread racks and rusted 
metal pails should be chosen 
over newer and more brightly- 
colored plastic products. 

A final thought concerns the 
general security of one’s 
operation. One should put 
himself in the mind of his 
enemy in planning 
concealment and access 
strategy. Mao writes, “The best 
method by which a guerrilla 
unit can maintain its own 
security is through agility of 
action.” 

Here is the guerrilla grower’s 
greatest advantage. He is not 
bound toa shift schedule and 
hourly wage. He is never “‘off- 
duty.” Furthermore, he is the 
moral superior of his 
adversaries as he works to 
produce; to support his family 
by honest and upright labor. 
The law, on the other hand, is 
merely trying to seek out and 
destroy, and is frequently 
underpaid, dishonest, or both 

The chance for profit, and to 
stay out of prison, gives the 
guerrilla grower a kind of 
initiative unknown to law 
enforcement types (except 
crooked ones). This initiative 
motivates one’s agility of action 
The successful grower varies 
his approach route and 
watering schedule. He never 
advances on his plot unwarily, 
and is always prepared to bolt 
andrun. 

Control of one’s emotions, 
principally fear and rage, are 
absolutely necessary. I can 
recount feeling rage toward 
youngsters three-wheeling 
near my garden in late summer, 
fearful they would smell my

Jackson was talking in terms of ‘We 
are more humane than the Reagan peo- 
ple, because they want to make the 
lives of wretched people even more 
wretched. We want to give them treat- 
ment.” 

HT: Something's up in Washington. All 
of a sudden, for whatever reasons, 
there's a lot of interest in legalization 
of all drugs. And a lot of it is coming 
from conservatives. 

DB: We don't think it's politically 
possible to legalize everything at this 
time. The best thing you could do is 
split the difference—legalize pot and 
continue to criminalize coke, maybe 
make heroin available by prescription. 
We want pot to be available to the 
masses for about $10 an ounce. People 
are drinking too much alcohol and con- 
suming too many cigarettes, and they 
should have an alternative. 

We really are concerned about public 
health. There shouldn’t be more incen- 
tives to do coke and crack instead of 
pot. You're familiar with the way piss 
tests work as a disincentive to do pot? 
HT: Yes. Pot shows up ina piss test for 
six weeks after its use, while coke can 
go away after a few days. But how can 
you get people politically motivated 
and realize that, for their own safety, 
they have to get involved in things like 
the Safe Drugs Movement and 
NORML? 

DB: It's a problem. The government 
has always tried to eradicate any kind 
of organization of drug users, except 
ones they control in treatment pro- 
grams. They've tried to make things 
extremely difficult for NORML, and 
now the Rainbow Gathering is under 
attack by the federal government. 
‘They sent a subpoena to every single 
Rainbow person in the country, and 
put a temporary restraining order on 
them not to have the next event. 

HT: Why? That's crazy! 

DB: I can only conclude that they do 
not want organizations that instill a 
feeling of community, an experience of 
political autonomy, or a sense of em- 
powerment. They don’t want the ac- 
tual empowerment of people who 
smoke pot—the biggest group of drug 
users. 

HT: You mean illegal drug users. Peo- 
ple who drink alcohol are the largest 
group—or people who drink coffee. 
DB: Yes, we're all coffee fiends. That's 
the way it is. Okay, we could only be 
concerned about ourselves. There are 
too many people who say, "Just legal- 
ize pot.” I have to contend with that 
every day in this organization. But the 
more conscious group understands 
that it isn’t going to work that way. 
Our number one demand became 
decriminalization of all drug users— 
kind of like what they’ve got in Spain 


now. That means any small sale, small 
buying, or possession of a misde- 
meanor amount of anything will just 
be legal—period. If you were doing 
junk and got burned, you could go out 
and sue your dealer in small claims 
court. That would mean users who 
come above ground would be able to 
get AIDS information. They would be 
able to organize politically without 
having to be afraid that they would be 
targeted for a bust. I think that would 
create a fertile environment for the 
safe drugs message, for people to come 
out and say, “Marijuana is a lot safer 
than anything else. If you're using 
needles and we can’t persuade you not 
to, then bleach your needle. But we 
would rather you smoke it. And if 
you're going to smoke something, and 
you have a choice of smoking heroin or 
cocaine or marijuana, statistics show 
the safest thing you could smoke is 
marijuana.” 

We admit that smoking is not the 
healthiest thing you can do, but people 
are going to do it anyway. But you 
shouldn't smoke something that con- 
tains dangerous quantities of heavy 
metals and radioactive trace elements, 
which is the case with tobacco. There 
are a couple of important differences 
between marijuana and cigarettes 
which were in my book. Did you read 
my book? (The Emperor Wears No 
Clothes, by Jack Herer, researched by 
Dana Beal.) 

HT: Most of it. 

cientists have established conclu- 
sively that you will get more radiation 
in your lungs if you're a regular pack 
and a half a day smoker than if you're 
auranium miner and spend all year 
underground in the uranium mines. 
Both get a lethal dose, but the people 
who smoke tobacco are told that the 
safe alternative, marijuana, is more 
harmful for them. And that is a lie. 
The fact is that tobacco is 400,000 
times more harmful than marijuana. 

You know that both the tobacco and 
marijuana plants have those little 
balls of resin on the little hairs, on the 
little bristles? But the tobacco plant 
has this unique chemistry where it 
sucks up all heavy metals. Anything. 
Arsenic, or lead, or gallium, or 
plutonium, or uranium, or radium, or 
chromium, or cadmium—any of those. 
They did some studies and found that 
wheat picked up one part per million of 
chromium. Soy beans, two parts per 
million. Tobacco, 5,000 parts per 
million of cadmium. See, these plants 
with the long stems and the thin 
leaves, the grasses like hops, mari- 
juana, wheat, just don’t pick up those 
trace elements. But tobacco picks up 
all the heavy metals and then deposits 
them in your lungs. 

HT: So what other kinds of drugs would 
you consider to be “‘safe” drugs, and... 
DB: You don’t understand. It's not just 


which drugs are safe. It’s what drugs 
and even more important—drug prac- 
tices—are we going to try to teach peo- 
ple about in light of the fact that we 
have an AIDS epidemic, in light of the 
fact that we have a cocaine epidemic 
because people are smoking crack. The 
safest thing you can do with mari- 
juana is 
HT: Cook it and eat it. 

DB: No, not cook it. The very safest 
thing you can do is make bhang out of 
it. For that, you need fresh plants, and 
you put certain spices and certain 
herbs in, cancel some of the deleterious 
effects on the stomach. Raw cannabis 
isa little bit upsetting for the 
stomach. But there are other things 
you can put in that they use in India. 
‘There are 400 million people who drink 
this stuff as part of religious festivals. 
Not only Hindus but some Muslims 
and Sikhs do this. Now that’s the very 
safest thing you can do. It’s safe 
because you don’t smoke it, and 
because marijuana is like the least tox- 
ic psychoactive substance there is, 
taken by itself when you don't smoke 
it 

HT: But isn't ingesting marijuana by 
eating or drinking it a lot stronger 
than smoking it? 

DB: Well, you don’t have control of the 
dose. It’s better if you smoke it, in 
terms of controlling the dose. That's 
true. But the important thing is that 
pot is an expectorant. It clears out 
your lungs. Whereas, tobacco is a 
vasoconstrictor. So when you go to 
clear out all the horrible stuff that you 
breath in with the tobacco, your lungs 
clinch up on you and you can’t cough 
the stuff up. That’s why if you do 
smoke tobacco it's a good idea to 
smoke a little pot, to clear out your 
lungs. And, of course the best thing is 
to smoke no tobacco at all, don’t drink, 
and just smoke pot. 

‘The real question is, the difference 
between a drug you take every so 
often and a drug that you do every 
day. Most Americans are on a main- 
tenance dose of caffeine that's as 
powerful as cocaine. So Americans are 
acting like a nation full of speed freaks 
anyway. It’s just that their favorite 
form of speed is this black stuff you 
take in the morning after you get up 
when you can barely see. They've 
found that we wouldn't even have an 
efficient work force in the morning if 
they didn’t have coffee. A lot of people 
wouldn't wake up for the first couple 
of hours. 

So, if you put all the stuff I just said, 
about vasoconstrictors and about the 
radioactives in tobacco, and if you look 
at the effects of getting drunk versus 
getting high on pot on your ability to 
get home,you see pot is the safest drug 
there is.

plants, then in full flower and 
approaching harvest, enraged 
that their presence delayed my 
watering chores. Loss of self- 
control might have meant 
disaster. I maintained my 
“cool” and reaped a wonderful 
harvest. The youngsters failed 
to notice my plants despite 
much anti-cultivation 
propaganda. 

What is there to learn from 
the foregoing? That anonymity, 
stealth, and proper goals 
relative to harvest size, pay off. 
That guerrilla growers do not 
farm their own land; but 
insulate themselves and their 
property from their plants. That 
one 20 pound harvest is worth 
any number of 100 pound 
attempts. That nothing drives a 
redneck lawman wilder than 
the prospect of armed 
outlanders on his jurisdiction; 
that guns are of little value in 
defending an illegal crop 
against agents of the Republic. 

We have seen that intelligent 
use of cover and camouflage 
are important, along with 
varied access routes and times, 
and scrupulous attention to 
detail. 

A lot to worry about? You 
betcha! But the stakes are high 
Vast returns against prison 
time. 

To the guerrilla grower, the 
smell of skunk weed in the 
fields, or in his drying room, is 
the smell of victory. Victory 
over an intrusive, wasteful, and 
immoral government—a 
colossus impotent in its 
bungled attempts at mind- 
control. It is a rich, heady, and 
delicious smell. The kind of 
victory of which it smells is a far 
more intoxicating substance 
than any illicit herb. It is 
liberty. 

Nothing in life is certain, 
especially not participation in 
illegal activities. Yet, the 
possibility of huge returns 
draws tens of thousands into 
illegal cultivation. Strict 
observance of these guerrilla 
precepts applied to clandestine 
growing will greatly enhance 
one’s chances for success. @

A note about these representatives—they are always 
late, at least on the departure end. Don’t worry, they will 
show up. 

When you arrive at your destination, the person who is 
meeting you will probably be there waiting for you. If you 
have to go through customs, they will take the shipment 
through—if you have some problem finding them, explain 
who you are, and who you need to find and the agents will 
send someone to find the company rep. It’s a routine 
business. 


One note—don’t try to bring anything of your own that 


CAPT. WHIZZO 


The word “courier” conjures up images of contraband 
and smuggling—in most news items. one s 
preceded by the word “drug.” Courier companies 
don’t enjoy this image, so if you're interested in 
traveling for them, d better dres: ht and av 
what customs agenis call the “profile”—in other words 
don’t look like a hippie, or a sweaty nervous man with 
a mustache. Of course, these days most drug runners 
wear three-piece suits or nice dresses, since they know 
this, and are cocky instead of nervous, since they're 
thinking about all the money they're making. But 
courier companies are respectable businesses, and 
they want their packages delivered as fast as possible 
with the least amount of hassle, so it’s best to dress th 
way they want. If they have any special requirements 
these will usually be detailed on the contract you sign 
with the courier company or on the information sheet 
the agency gives you. For some countries in Southeast 
Asia there are some quite specific di codes, but for 
most places, casual but neat will suffice. 


might cause trouble at customs. It’s not worth never b 
able to get the courier discount again, not to mention the 
other trouble you might get in. Wait until you're at you 
destination to get high. 

Another thing that you might wonder about is how more 
than one person can travel this way. Courier companies 
only need one person for each shipment, so if you're 
traveling wi 
different courier companies on the same date—and since 
they all use the s you'll most likely end up on 
the same flight—or arrange flights on consecutive days. 
This might sound like a hassle, but it can actually be 
helpful, especially for couples, whe can often use a little 
time alone. @

and exporting country. If you go up to 
Chang Mai and take an upcountry tour 
of the mountain tribes, you can see 
opium being cultivated and harvested. 
Last time that | was there, | met some 
Europeans who were testing the 
opium of each small village that they 
stayed in. The only tribe in this area 
that seems the least bit interested in 
cannabis is the Lisu. Their pot is not 
that great. 

I was never able to get to see large 
marijuana fields in Thailand, but | was 
told that they were in the northeast 
part of the country, near the border 
with Laos. This area is under some 
military jurisdiction, has few tourists, 
has many refugees from the surround- 
ing countries, and is considered dan- 
gerous. Everyone suggested that I not 
go into this area when | was there 
three years ago. 

The scene in Bangkok is dangerous. 
There are rewards offered for turning 
in dope smokers, so that your dealer 
may turn you in. The peopie that | met 
in the city offered me both cannabis 
and various opiates and do not seem 
to differentiate between the two. 

In the south, in the resort towns of 
Phuket and Pattaya, pot is available 
and the scene is not so paranoid. A 
friend purchased the only Thai-stick | 
saw in the country on a secluded 
beach in the south. The more 
southerly Moslem part of the country, 
which | have not visited, is reputed to 
have much more smoke available. 

India is supposed to make cannabis 
illegal to sell in 1989. To this end they 
are closing down the legal industry as. 
Sam Selgnij reported in HIGH TIMES 
(Jan. '88). However, cannabis Is freely 
available virtually all over the country. 
Itis very unlikely that you will intersect 
with the law as a result of cannabis. 

Greece has a large hash-smoking 
population. Harassment of smokers 
goes in and out of style in the country. 
Be very cautious. Some of the 
beaches frequented by young north 
Europeans have easy access. @

EXPLOITATION RETROSPECTIVE and 
GOREFEST—The first two ‘zines are 
commended for the volume of movies and 
videos reviewed. They're surprisingly 
similar, EXPLOITATION RETROSPECTIVE 
and GOREFEST both have been around 
since 1986, use a four star rating system, 
average six typed pages, occasionally print 
readers’ polls and helpful guides to back 
issues, and are only $10 for twenty monthly 
issues. EXPLOITATION RETROSPECTIVE 
offers cover illustrations and computer 
typesetting, and some issues include 
interviews. (Dan Taylor, Box 1428, Delran, 
NJ 08075.) Some GOREFEST issues 
include very welcome alternative title lists 
to help you second-guess deceptive, rip-off 
videos from fast-buck con artist companies.
